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Sales Tax Deserves Study 

Although—maybe because—a sales tax 1s 
one of the most equitable methods of rais- 
ing revenue, the suggestions recently made 
with reference to Congress and_ several 
State legislatures proposing the enactment 
of laws providing for sales taxes are being 
quite widely condemned in political circles. 
There is evidence, also, that the idea of a 
sales tax is not well received among busi- 
ness men. It is, however, noteworthy that 
the National Retail Dry Goods Association 
is preparing to make a thorough study of 
the subject with the view of arriving at a 
clear conception of the workings of the sales 
tax and its economic effects. ‘This matter 
deserves careful study by business in gen- 
eral, because, faced with a seemingly inevit- 
able need for greater revenue, Federal and 
State lawmakers are most likely to devote 
much time and some thought to devising 
new means of taxation. 

A sales tax is nothing new to the drug 
business of the United States. The drug 
trade has been specially honored by being 
called upon on several occasions of national 
financial need to serve as the collector of 
taxes designed to relieve the situation. 
Some of the earlier among recent proposals 
of a sales tax have followed American tra- 
dition in the singling out of the drug busi- 
ness for taxation. More recently the idea 
appears to be spreading that a general ap- 
plication of the sales tax, to include even 
foodstuffs, would be more _ productive— 
perhaps there has been, also, some thought 
that it would be more equitable. 

In the experience of the drug trade with 
the stamp taxes on medicinal and other 
preparations can be found much that illum- 
inates the background of the opposition to 
a sales tax. In part, this bears considerable 
resemblance to the conditions which make 
the gasoline tax, an outstanding example of 
a sales tax, objectionable. These faults are 
not inherent in the sales tax method of rais- 
ing revenue. They lie in failure to calculate 
the tax in the light of economic laws. They 
arise from suspicion that the need, to the 
relief of which the tax is apparently di- 
rected, exists largely because of adminis- 
trative extravagances that could be elim- 
inated. They have some foundation in the 
belief that the revenue derived from the tax 
is not being economically, properly, and 
legally applied. 

These causes of dissatisfaction are not 
peculiar to a sales tax. They are common 
to all practical. applications of political 
economy to the study of revenue problems 
and to the devising of means of financing 
government operations. They are common, 
fundamentally, to the very operations of 
government. So, when a sales tax proposal 
is being studied, consideration must be 
given to comparisons with other forms of 
taxation and most particularly to the rea- 
sons why additional taxes are assumed to 
be necessary. 

A very small sales tax, properly applied, 
would return a substantial revenue in the 


United States and in any State. The 5- 


percent tax proposed in New York State 


is entirely too large. The tax of 1% per- 
cent proposed for Federal revenue could be 
made smaller and still would provide funds 
adequate to actual needs. A difficulty is 
that too many unnecessary expenditures are 
sought to be provided for in _ practically 
every tax proposal. Before a satisfactory 
rate of taxation can be determined, it is 
necessary to decide what is to be taxed. -\ 
tax, as in the New York proposal, on “gross 
sales of goods, wares, and merchandise sold 
at retail” is not the most equitable form. A 
tax at a commensurately lower rate on all 
sales by producers and wholesale, as well as 
retail distributors would be much better. 
And a tax which would apply to sales of 
every description, including marginal trans- 
actions in securities, would be the fairest. 

With any form of sales tax, it is highly 
necessary that every effort be made to pre- 
vent profiteering in the tax. Under the 
stamp taxes on medicinal and other prep- 
arations, prices sometimes were raised far 
beyond the increase necessitated by the cost 
of the stamps and the labor of affixing them. 
\nd these higher prices did not always 
recede when the tax was removed. This 
problem of profiteering is one of adminis- 
tration or, better, of the way in which the 
tax is collected. Its solution is most closely 
enmeshed in that of the problem of assuring 
the state a proper return from the tax. 
I“fforts to avoid the full payment of in- 
curred taxes are rather widespread, and 
they are successful in considerable degree. 
If this were not true with respect to the 
lederal income tax, it is probable that the 
financial need of the government would be 
far less than it is. If a practicable way 
could be found to have the buyer pay the 
tax, by stamps or otherwise, at the time of 
purchase and to provide a means of check- 
ing the seller’s return of stamps with his 
gross sales, profiteering in the tax could be 
largely avoided. 

\Vith a consecutive tax, that is, a tax on 
sales by producer, wholesaler, and retailer, 
it is necessary to take into consideration the 
natural and artificial cumulative effects. 
‘These can be taken care of to an extent by 
fixing the tax rate at a low percentage. But, 
the opportunity for profiteering would be 


difficult to eliminate. Taxes are a part of 
the overhead cost of doing business. A 


sales tax can be expected to add as little 
as any other form of taxation to the cost of 
living. 

sales tax finds its most suitable place in 
the scheme of raising revenue as a supple- 
ment to a high-exemption income tax. Un- 
der such a combination, many of the faults 
of the present income tax method could be 
eliminated; the charge that the man of small 
income is disproportionately burdened by a 
sales tax could be refuted: small savings 
would not be taxed; and “capital gains” (on 
paper), with the resulting widespread tax- 
evasion sales of securities, would cease to 
he a pernicious influence. As study of reve- 
nue raising seems to be imperative, it would 


be well that due consideration be given in 
business, as well as in politics, to the actual 
economic role of a sales tax.

The Outlook for Flaxseed 

Some greatly lacking strength should be 
imparted to the flaxseed and linseed oil 
markets by the drop of 2,000,000 bushels be- 
tween August 1 and September 1 in the gov- 
ernment’s estimate of this year’s crop of 
seed. But, it may be necessary to wait for 
other strengthening influences. The official 
estimate for August 1 was 4,000,000 bushels 
below that made a month earlier, and the 
price of linseed oil was reduced more than 
9 percent over the succeeding month, that 
of flaxseed showing a net reduction of one- 
half cent per bushel over the same period. 

The latest official estimate of this year’s 
United States crop of flaxseed is 11,769,000 
bushels. This is 9,600,000 bushels less than 
was harvested last year, and falls short of 
the 1925-29 average by more than 9,000,000 
bushels. These differences (a diminution 
of 44 percent) assume significance | still 
greater than their proportion when consid- 
ered in connection with the falling off in the 
production and consumption of linseed oil. 
The output of oil in the first half of this 
year was 10 percent less than that in the 
corresponding period of 1930; indicated 
consumption was about 8.5 percent less. It 
is difficult, in the face of these comparisons, 
to account for the fact that the price of flax- 
seed, September 12, was 28 percent lower 
than it was a year ago, and that of linseed 
oil, almost 31 percent lower. These compar- 
atively large reductions cannot wholly be 
attributed to the general tendency toward 
lower prices; because the price of china- 
wood oil, which has been lower than that of 
linseed oil for about two years, has been 
reduced but 19 percent over the past vear, 
and the supply of this competing oil has not 
been curtailed, accumulated stocks, June 30, 
being about 10 percent larger than they 
were a year earlier. 

Canada, because of adverse weather con- 
ditions similar to those affecting the grow- 
ing flax in the Northwestern States, will 
also have a smaller crop of flaxseed this 
year. Although the Canadian acreage 1s 
some 3 percent larger than that planted last 
year, the poor condition in the fields indi- 
cates that the total yield of flaxseed will 
fall short of that in 1930 in about the same 
proportion as has been estimated for the 
crop in the United States. Offsetting these 
indications of a shortened supply of flaxseed 
are an increase over last vear of almost 11 
percent in the acreage planted to flaxseed 
in Argentina and a 35-percent larger flax 
acreage in Russia. Information in respect 
of the condition of the Russian crop is not 
available; but because of its unexpectedly 
decided campaign to increase the acreage 
21 percent from the original plans for this 
year the Soviet, doubtless, intends to make 
a strong bid for business in the flaxseed 
markets of the world. Russia produced 
more than 30,000,000 bushels of flaxseed 
last year. If the yield this year is as good 
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as it was then, the

N. P. A. Avers Value 
Of Statistical Data 


Adjustment of Operations Urged 
To Conform with Indications 


—Officers Re-elected 


ATLANTIC CITY, Sept. 18, 1931. 

It was made clear and emphatic at 
the annual meeting of the National 
Petroleum Association, closing here to- 
day, that statistical data, properly un- 
derstood and properly applied, are a 
most important and an essential factor 
in the deciding of policies and prac- 
tices in the petroleum industry. 

Members of the association were 
urged to provide themselves with all 
available data and to contribute to 
this useful and necessary information 
with a clear appreciation of the value 
of such co-operation. Further, they 
were earnestly advised to study sta- 
tistical data and to adjust their opera- 
tions to the condition therein indicated. 
Particular emphasis was given to the 
importance of avoiding accumulations 
of stocks of gasoline and lubricating 
oils. 

Statistical data relative to operations 
in foreign petroleum fields were de- 
clared to be of special importance at 
the present time. The influence of 
developments in foreign production and 
refining on export markets for Amer- 
ican petroleum products was shown to 
be of increasing seriousness. The feel- 
ing was evident that many of the mem- 
bers considered it desirable that sta- 
tistical records of foreign petroleum 
operations be made available monthly 
to the petroleum industry in the United 
States. 

Unsatisfactory conditions in the 
petroleum industry are largely the re- 
sult of restrictions applied by the anti- 
trust laws, said James A. Emery, gen- 
eral counsel of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers. He declared 
that no question is of more serious im- 
portance than that of whether co-op- 
eration “to control within rational lim- 
its, a chronic condition of over-produc- 
tion is a restraint of trade or a pro- 
tection and promotion of commerce.”

Appeals this winter in a case just cer- 
tified for appeal by the Commissioner 
of Customs. 

The case involves an imported dye 
known as “Discharge Blue B. G. Ex- 
tra.” Applying a strict construction 
of the law, the lower customs court 
agreed with the importer that the duty 
should be based on the United States 
value as defined by the law, while the 
government contends that the duty 
should be based on the American séll- 
ing price on the ground that the dye 
competes with American-made dye. 

This dye is made by mixing two 
other dyes. The two ingredients are 
offered for sale in this country by 
domestic producers and when imported 
separately would be dutiable on the 
American selling price. However, the 
mixture is not produced here and the 
lower court held that it does not com- 
pete, and that no American selling 
price could be found. The govern- 
ment holds the view that the act is to 
be interpreted liberally and that an 
American selling price can be com- 
puted by adding the prices of the in- 
gredients.

Marijuana Ban Looked 
On as States Problem 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 17, 1931. 

Public attention has been turned to 
the dangers of addiction to the drug, 
marijuana, by two recent events, pub- 
lication of a report by the Wicker- 
sham Commission on “Crime and the 
Foreign Born,” and the drafting of a 
proposed uniform State narcotic law 
by the Conference of Commissioners 
on Uniform State Laws meeting in 
connection with the American Bar 
Association in Atlantic City. 

The Wickersham report included the 
results of two studies of addiction to 
marijuana on the part of Mexicans in 
California and Chicago, and concluded 
that this addiction is responsible for 
much of the crime on the part of these 
immigrants and that there is evidence 
that the habit is spreading to the 
native-born with serious social conse- 
quences,

Marijuana, variously known as In- 
dian hemp, hashish, and cannabus in- 
dica, grows wild throughout the Amer- 
ican southwest, and considerable quan- 
tities are under cultivation in Wiscon- 
sin, Illinois, and Kentucky where the 
fiber is used for making binder twine. 
There are a few legitimate medical 
uses for the product, but all that is so 
used in this country is imported in 
processed form. The drier leaves of 
this hemp are smoked like tobacco, 
producing a violent narcotic effect, 
likened to high intoxication, and seri- 
ous addiction. 

Harry J. Anslinger, Commissioner of 
Narcotics, attended the Atlantic City 
conference and gave his views on nar- 
cotic enforcement problems. He fa- 
vors stronger State laws against nar- 
cotic peddling in order to leave Fed- 
eral enforcement officers free to watch 
for smuggling and large interstate 
transactions, but he does not favor 
uniform State laws prohibiting the 
growing of marijuana. He declared 
that the problems of the States in this 
matter vary widely with the climate, 
population, and commercial importance 
of the crop, and that no uniform 
statute would meet all conditions sat- 
isfactorily. 

Mr. Anslinger does not favor amend- 
ing the Federal narcotic laws to in- 
clude marijuana. He feels that this 
would weaken the laws and lead to at- 
tempts to deal with problems which 
are essentially State matters.

Multiple Seizures 
Are Again Assailed 


Recent Actions Against B. & M. 
Bring New Suit to Test 
Authority 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16, 1931. 

The whole question of the legality of 
multiple seizures under the food and 
drugs act is scheduled for a second 
review in the District of Columbia 
courts through a petition for an in- 
junction filed today by the F. E. Rol- 
lins Company of Boston, Mass., manu- 
facturer of “B. & M.” (formerly called 
“B. & M. External Remedy”). 

It was this same concern, until re- 
cently known as the National Remedy 
Company, Which ,waged a partially 
successful fight against multiple seiz- 
ures during the past two years. This 
earlier case, however, was complicated 
by a number of peculiar facts and 
legal technicalities, and the new ac- 
tion probably will bring a clear-cut 
decision on the legality of multiple 
seizures. 

The company is asking the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia for 
an injunction to restrain the Food and 
Drug Administration of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture from making 
further seizures of “B. & M.” until 
libel action on one seizure has been 
completed in some Federal court. Dur- 
ing the past six weeks the department 
has made at least two seizures of this 
product in different Federal court dis- 
tricts and has instituted libel proceed- 
ings for confiscation of the goods on 
the ground that they are misbranded 
under the Federal food and drugs act. 
The company claims that the depart- 
ment is without authority to paralyze 
its business by seizing its vroduect 
wherever found, unless and until some 
court has held the goods to be in vio- 
lation of the act 


Seizures Held Unauthorized 


“R. & M.” is in the nature of a lini- 
ment for external application and is 
recommended on the curton for treat- 
ment of a large number of ailments. 
including tuberculosis, pneumonia and 
hay fever. Several years ago the de- 
partment brought action against this 
product, and a jury in the Federal 
court at Concord, N. H., acquitted the 
concern. In 1928 the department made 
another attempt to indict the product 
and this time made six or eight simul- 
taneous sefzures in as many -different 
parts of the country. The compan) 
then asked the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia for an injunction 
against such multiple seizures and also 
for a temporary injunction to prevent 
further seizures during the hearing on 
the permanent injunction case. 

The government answered the re- 
quest for a temporary injunction with 
a motion to dismiss on the ground that 
no cause for iniunction was stated in 
the petition. This motion ‘the court 
granted. On appeal, which consumed 
more than a year, the Court of Ap- 
peals of the District of Columbia re- 
versed this dismissal and remanded 
the case for hearing on its merits, 
stating that the food and drugs act 
apparently does not give the depart- 
ment unlimited power of multiple seiz- 
ure. In the meantime the company had 
elected not to contest any of the seiz- 
ure actions; so that the injunction case 
became moot and no further action 
was taken.

Fall Upturn Slow in Appearing--September To Date 
Not Much Improved Over August--Casein Prices 
Strengthen on Output Cut--Building Operations Off 


The best in the performance of the 
paint, varnish and lacquer materials’ 
market last week was that it was able 
to hold its own with the preceding 
week Many products failed to sus- 
tain their volume in movement to that 
of the preceding week and, in all, Sep- 
tember to date has not shown up to be 
much of an improvement over August, 
is it should have been. There has been 
a decided lack of snap in the trading 
throughout 

Prices for the several paint, varnish 
ind lacquer raw materials continued to 
hold relatively better than many other 
commodity groups. During the week 
under review there were no price shifts 
of importance. To be sure, there were 
some lower quotations on dammar gum 
noted but the difference between the 
currently quoted prices and _ those 
named before were not movements 
confined wholly to the past week. The 
new low prices merely represented the 
level to where the market has drifted 
over the past several weeks. These 
quotations were still nominal and the 
so-called market level was only de-

terminable on individual trades. What 
might be called organization in the 
varnish gum market was completely 
absent. 

The recent strength in casein prices 
broke through the surface of the mar- 
ket last week and quotations for 
standard grown domestic material 
were advanced. Because of the ap- 
proach of the winter months and the 
usual curtailment of production at this 
time, this commodity has been gather- 
ing strength and while only one of the 
eradings was advanced last week, the 
remainder of the casein group held 
strong price tendencies. 

Hibernation of hopes for fall busi- 
ness revival appears necessary, ac- 
cording to latest business statistics in 
general and construction contract fig- 
ures in particular Yet despite a total 
August contract loss of 33 percent over 
August, 1930, F. W. Dodge Corporation 
reports that four of thirteen districts 
in the 37 states east of the Rockies 
showed construction contracts larger 
than in that month a year ago. 

Upstate New York, the Central 
Northwest district, the New Orleans 
territory, and the State of Texas all 
showed advances over August, 1930 
The first named, which includes all 
that section of New York State north 
of Newburgh, produced a total of $17,- 
677,000 new construction contracts this 
August as against $16,427,300 in that 
month last year; $7,522,200 against $7,- 
023,600 was the August showing in the 
Central Northwest territory, which is 
comprised of the Dakotas, Minnesota, 
northern peninsula of Michigan, and 
Northwest Wisconsin. In the New Or- 
leans district, which covers Louisiana, 
Western and Southern Arkansas, and 
Eastern and Southern Mississippi, the 
month’s total was $6,696,000 against 
$3,936,900 in August of last year. 

Of the total $233,106,100 reported in 
new construction contracts for the en- 
tire 37 states east of the Rockies, the 
Dodge Corporation finds that non-resi- 
dential building is most important 
among the three major construction 
groups for the month, with a $99,939,- 
BOO total. Public works and utilities 
were second with $72,963,500, while 


residential building amounted to $60,- 
202,800. . 

The Kansas City territory (Western 
Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma and Ne- 
braska) stands alone among the thir- 
teen districts in producing August 
residential contracts larger than those 
reported in August a year ago; $2,343,- 
600 in this major class during the 
month just ended compares favorably 
with the $1,917,100 of August, 1930. 





Non-residemtial gains were regis- 
tered in the New England, Chicago and 
Central Northwest territories, In the 
Chicago district, which covers Indiana, 
lowa, Northern Illinois and Southern 
Wisconsin, $25,788,200, compared with 
$15,111,200 last year in this class. This 
type showed a $2,000,000 gain in the 
New England States. 

The metropolitan area of New York 
was alone to show larger residential 
contracts during the first eight months 
of 1931 than during the similar period 
of 1930. For the year to date the 
New Orleans territory is unique in 
producing a construction total cover- 
ing all classes of work greater than 
that reported for the corresponding 
eight-month period of 1930, a large in- 
crease in public works and utilities 
offsetting losses in residential and non- 
residential building. 


Metallic Lead and Zinc 


Pig lead held to the stability and 
serenity that it possessed a week ago. 
Trading was moderate throughout as 
the prices held steadily at 4.225c. per 
pound at East St. Louis, and 4.40c. per 
pound at New York. The feature of 
the week was the announcement of 
August production which totaled 35,702 
tons against 36,566 tons in July, and 
58,036 tons in August last year, ac- 
cording to the American Bureau of 
Metal Statistics. Stocks at the end of 
August were 131,082 tons, compared 
with 133,958 tons at the end of July, 
and 72,832 at the end of August last 
year. Shipments during August were 
38,599 tons against 42,219 in July and 
47,979 tons in August, 1930. London 
occupied a fairly steady position last 
week but the average for the week was 
quite below the level of a fortnight 
ago. 

Zinc quotations were lowered 5 
points on Tuesday. A slow demand 
and desire to liquidate on the part of 
holders forced the price down to 3.75c. 
per pound, East St. Louis. During the 
final half of the week the demand for 
the metal was very slow and it was 
indicated in some _ directions that 
holders might shade the 3.75c. figure. 
The London market continued to 
weaken daily.

White Lead.—The slight addition of 
interest noted in the market for lead- 


in-oil and also the dry pigments a 
week ago, was not repeated last week 
and quiet was again the ruling fea- 
ture. Prices were held steadily at 


their previous levels. 

Red Lead.—Lead corroders could not 
report last week the same volume of 
business as in the preceding week. In- 
quiry from the battery making indus- 


try which had given indication of 
emergence for the usually good sea- 
son, Was not manifested last week. 


Dry lead continued at 7%c. per pound 
in casks. 

Litharge.—This commodity was not 
in very active demand last week. The 
small addition of activity in the mar- 
ket a week ago was not kept last week 
and once more the market occupied a 
position of complete dullness. The 
price was held at 6%c. per pound for 
commercial material in casks. 

Lithopone.—The week in review did 
not present much in the way of new- 
ness to this market. The withdrawals 
against contracts were slow and scat- 


tered. Prices continued at 4%ec. to 
4%c. per pound for car lots of the 
doméstic product while the imported 
article was named at 4%c. per pound, 
nominal. 

Orange Mineral. — This lead oxide 
was also without new developments 
last week. The demand side of the 
market was slow and less active by 
comparison with a week ago. The 


price for casks of the American ma- 





terial continued at 9%c. to lle. per 

pound, dependent upon seller. 
Titanium Pigment. This market 

Was generally characteristic of the 


pigment materials’ market as a whole. 
The movement against contracts was 
not at all lively while the sellers con- 
tinued to hold their prices in a steady 
position at 6%c. to 6%c. per pound for 
ear lots of the barium base article and 
7c. to 744c. per pound for similar quan- 
tities of calcium base material. 

Zinc Oxide. — The condition of the 


market last week was not much dif- 
ferent from a week ago. Very close 
buying continued as a regular order 
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among the paint and rubber manufac- 
turing industries. Prices for both the 
domestic and imported oxides. re- 
mained unchanged. 

Barytes.—This was another pigment 
where the movement was slow and be- 
low what the sellers should expect at 
this time of the year. The prices for 
both imported and domestic white ma- 
terials were unchanged and also the 
Southern off-color product was held 
without open change. 


Dry Colors 


Opinions as to the volume of current 
business compared, with that of the 
corresponding time in August were 
divided last week. Some color manu- 
facturers and importers were in a 
position to point to an improvement 
since the passing of the Labor Day 
holiday but others of equal import- 
ance declared that the volume of sales 
has not shown increase and in some 
directions it was said that September 
sales were less to date than those of 
the corresponding period a month ago. 
The price side of the market did not 
contain any new features last week. 

Alizarin Lake.—There has been no 
recent fluctuation in the price asked 
for this color. The market continued 
at $1.50 to $2 per pound last week with 
very little buying interest shown. 

Carbon Black.—The quotation as the 
market for standard grade continued 
at 3c. per pound for car lot quantities, 
f.o.b. Texas, but this could have been 
shaded by a fraction on appearances of 


what was called distress material. The 
sales movement remained slow and 
disappointing to the suppliers. 

Chrome Yellow. — There was not 


much spot business in the market last 
week, the bulk of the week’s small 
movement having been applied against 
contract. The price for open order 
business remained at 16%4c. per pound 
for the c.p. product. 

Iron Blues.—The group of blues 
were said to have been moving in bet- 
ter fashion within the past ten days, 
but the demand was far from brisk 
and the prices were held steadily at 
35c. to 36c. per pound. 

Iron Oxides.—There were no special 
developments in the market for these 
colors last week. The demands for the 


red, black, and yellow oxides were 
small and disappointing, while prices 


did not reveal any changes in tendency.

Driers 


The movement of stea 
lated drier precipitates through indus- 
trial channels of consumption just 
about held its own over the past week. 
Relatively, the oil industry continued 
as the leading purchasers of replace- 
ment supplies but the recent turn- 
about of conditions in that trade has 
halted, to some extent, the increased 
buying that had been going un ever 
since the wild rise in oil values at the 
beginning of August. The paint manu- 
facturing trade continued to limit their 
takings to less than carload lots and 
prices for stearates and palmitates 
were still weak because of competition 
among the makers. The cobalt driers 
remained in a fairly steady position. 


Glues 


September to date has not brought 
more than a small increase in the de- 
mand for bone glue supplies. And, 
whatever increase has been shown, ac- 
cording to suppliers, was against con- 
tracts and there was only a small 
amount of spot business current. The 
prices continued without change and 
under fairly steady rein. Hide glues 
also remained in an unaltered posi- 
tion.

Lacquer Materials 


The market for the various 
solvents moved through another dull 
trading week, with the major con- 
sumers of these materials showing no 
disposition to relinquish the attitude 
of covering for nearby needs only. The 
price position of the market as a whole 
was unchanged, with a steady to firm 
tone in evidence. Indications were ap- 
parent that the September production 
in the automobile industry would be 
slightly under the August output of 
185,000 units, while it was generally 
conceded that the greater portion of 
October would be devoted to the 
changing over for new models. A firm 
tone continued in evidence in the deal- 
ings in butyl alcohol, although major 
consumers showed no tendency to ex- 
pand purchases. Demand for acetone 
continued slow. 

Acetone.—Improvement in the 
market for this commodity was want- 
ing again last week. Contract ship- 
ments indicated that major consumers 
were holding purchases to actual re- 
quirements. No change in quotations 
Was uncovered. 

Amyl Acetate.—Quiet prevailed in 
this direction against last week, but 
the conservative views of the buyers 
failed to have any influence on the 
steady undertone of the market and 
prices were identical to those in force 
previously. 

Butyl Acetate.—There was little to 
report in this market, with the usual 
buyers supplying the call and sellers 
adhering firmly to the schedule of 
prices in vogue previously. 

Buty! Alcohol.—Routine buyers sup- 
plied the call in this market again 
last week, with transactions indicat- 
ing that buyers were covering for 
nearby needs, but the market retained 
a firm undertone and prices were well 
sustained at the levels in force for 
some time past. 

Ethyl Acetate.—Dull and featureless 
was the market in this direction last 
week. vacquer manufacturers were 
holding down purchases to actual re- 
quirements. Indications were that the 
automobile production in September 
would be under that of August, which 
totaled approximately 185,000 units. No 
change in quotations was disclosed.

Stores 


Southern and Local Markets Remain Generally Firm—- 
Offerings Continue Moderate--Turpentine Shipments 
Larger--Rosin Receipts Decreasing--Trade Quiet Here 


No broadening of business was no- 
ticeable in the local market for naval 
stores last week, although in some 
quarters a rather better inquiry was 
reported. As a rule, however, consum- 
ers were still disposed to limit their 
takings to comparatively small quan- 
tities to fill immediate requirements. 
Variations in local turpentine and 
rosin quotations were narrow in the 
absence of wide changes in primary 
eenters. 

The undertone of Southern markets 
for turpentine continued to be re- 
ported as generally firm. At one time 
Savannah weakened, but it promptly 
recovered. Offerings in the South 
from day to day were light or mod- 
erate, while sales continued to make 
a fair showing, although consumers 
were apparently disinclined to depart 
trom the conservative course in mak- 
ing purehases that they have followed 
for many weeks past. 

Receipts of turpemtine in primary 
markets were moderate, while the out- 
ward movement from Savannah was 
larger, stocks in that center showing 
a rather noteworthy decrease at one 
time, though part of the loss was re- 
covered before the close of the week. 
The indications, however, were said to 
point to a further shrinkage in arriv- 
als in the near future and in some 
quarters the opinion was expressed 
that the statistical situation would be 
likely in the not distant future to take 
on a more bullish appearance. 

Arrivals of turpentine in the three 
principal markets in the South from 
the opening of the season to the close 
of the first week in September were 
about 25,000 barrels smaller than in 
the same time last season. It is con- 
tended by some that the quantity to 
be marketed during the remainder of 
the season will probably fall well be- 
low the movement in the correspond- 
ing period last season. 

tosin sales were fair in Southern 
markets last week, although much of 
the buying of late is said to have been 
for account of dealers rather than con- 
sumers, many of the latter still being 
inclined to follow a hand-to-mouth 
course in making purchase despite the 
low prices prevailing. There is an im- 
pression, however, that consumption 
in some lines has increased recently, 
and as consumers are believed to be 
carrying small supplies, any change in 
the character of business, it is argued, 
is likely to be in the nature of im- 
provement 

Receipts of rosin have shown a ten- 
dency to diminish recently and this 
is expected by some to become more 
pronounced in the near future, as pro- 
duction is said to be on the dceline. 
Receipts in the three principal mar- 
kets in the South for the season thus 
far show a decrease of about 70,000 
barrels as compared with the same 
time last season.

Trade in turpentine in the local 
market last week was of the same 
conservative character noted for some 
time past. Few consumers were in- 
clined to purchase in advance of im- 
mediate requirements in view of un- 
favorable developments in the markets 
for securities and various commodi- 
ties. There was a fair call, however, 
for small lots for prompt shipment. A 
development of interest in the primary 
situation was an increase in the out- 
ward movement from Savannah. Re- 
ceipts were comparatively light with 
offerings moderate.

Cash flax is in good demand and 
premiums show a tendency to advance 
despite deliveries totaling 45,000 bushels 
The situation is slightly unusual in that 
delivery seed is somewhat better for oil 
than is Minnesota flax that buyers are 
paying 4c. over December for. Oil tests 
of delivery quality range around 36 per- 
cent and even better while new Min- 
nesota seed ranges down to 34 percent. 
Delivery seed costs about 2c. over Sep- 
tember and as fast as it is tendered on 
contracts is ordered out for crushing. At 
the close of the Monday session there 
was a total of 57,000 September open. 

Duluth is competing more sharply for 
country run offerings now and most of 
the seed originates in territory that per- 
mits of stopping at diversion points. To- 
day, and for several days past, local buy- 
ers have had to fight for every car ar- 
riving at diversion points that they took 
a fancy to. Virtually all of the flax mov- 
ing now originates in North Dakota. ter- 
ritory, chiefly the Réd River Valley. 
There is nothing moving from Montana 
and fresh advices from that state in- 
dicate an extremely light crop. Vir- 
tually none of the supply is expected to 
move this way unless Argentine competi- 
tion at The eastern seaboard lets up and 
encourages an advance locally.

Archer-Daniels-Midland 
Changes Its Fiscal Year 


Changing the date of its fiscal year 
from August 31 to June 30, the Archer- 
Daniels- Midland Company has report- 
ed a net income of $508,112 for the ten 
months ended June 30, 1931, which was 
equal to 56 cents per share on 549,546 
common shares, after preferred divi- 
dends. The net income for the full 
year ended August 31, 1930, was $1,- 
191,644, or $1.68 per common share. Net 
current assets as of June 30 were over 
$9,000.000, which was a ratio of 12.5 to 
1 as to current liabilities, it was stated 
by Shreve M. Archer, president. 

In his letter to the stockholders, 
Archer stated in part as follows: 

Relative ‘ow profit for the fiscal year 
ended June 30 is due to substantial losses 
from soybean operations and to declines 
in prices of products which it was impos- 
sible to hedge Due to this situation, 
which became rather clearly defined just 
a few months ago, and to the general 
business outlook it was deemed advisable 
to discontinue dividends on the common 
stock until conditions are such as to war- 
rant their resumption. Sales for the cur- 
rent period are showing substantial in- 
creases over the same period in the pre- 
ceding year. 

The company has under construction at 
the present time storage facilities to pro- 
vide additional space for approximately 
5,500,000 bushels of grain, very advan- 
tageous leases having been negotiated for 
the entire addition. During the year pre- 
ferred stock in the amount of $400,000 
was purchased and retired. There is no 
substantial change in the status of the 
suits in connection with the castor oil 
bean operations, and the management 
feels that ample reserves are carried 
on the balance sheet to cover any such 
contingencies,

Refined Oil Consumption in August 193,797 Barrels 
--Prices Decline--Selling on Weakness in Securities, 
Grain and Cotton--Crude Easier--Weather Favorable 


The chief event of the week in the 
market for cottonseed products was 
the publication of the monthly report 
from the Census Bureau. This was 
rather disappointing so far as con- 
sumption was concerned, though the 
report was in some other respects 
bullish. 

The trend of refined .oil futures here 
was downward, the market being in- 
fluenced by weakness in securities and 
cotton and grain. Weather conditions 


over the cotton belt were generally 
favorable and crop news was bearish. 
Southern markets for cottonseed 
products were quiet, with crude 
weaker in all sections. 

The total transactions in bleachable 
refined oil futures on the New York 
Produce Exchange for five business 
days of the week were 36 tankcars. 
Closing prices were 18 to 25 points 
lower as compared with the final 
prices of the previous Friday.

Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


An increase in the movement of seed 
and an explanation in operations at 
the mills as a result was reported in 
some sections, but aside from this con- 
ditions did not change materially dur- 
ing the past week. Trade in cottonseed 
products was generally reported as 
quiet, with buyers and sellers ap- 
parently disposed to await further de- 
velopments. 

Offerings of meal were generally re- 
ported as light so far as prompt ship- 
ments were concerned. Although re- 
ceipts of seed at the mills have lat- 
terly increased, the movement is still 
tar behind that of a yvear ago, this be- 
ing attributed to the lateness of the 
crop in many parts of the cotton belt. 


According to official statistics, pro- 
duction of cake and meal during the 
first month of the new season wes 


28,206 tons, or not far from 50,000 tons 
less than in the same month last sea- 
son. Stocks in the hands of producers 
at the close of August, however, were 
considerably larger than a year ago. 


Cottonseed Oil 


The trend of refined cottonseed oil 
futures in the local market was down- 
ward last week. Trading was on a 
small scale, but sentiment was influ- 
enced by unfavorable developments in 
the markets for securities and various 
commodities. The market for securi- 
ties displayed considerable weakness, 
prominent issues declining to new low 
record prices. The trend of cotton, 
grain and lard was also downward at 


times. Moreover, the weather over the 
cotton belt was generally favorable 


and there was no change in the char- 
acter of crop accounts, the indications 
still pointing to a large yield. The 
movement looking to a decided reduc- 


tion in the next acreage was without 
effect. The same was true of other 
bullish features of the news. 


The monthly cottonseed report from 
the Census Bureau was disappointing 


to some, the indicated consumption 
during August, 193,797 barrels, being 
smaller than expected. These figures 


compared with a consumption of 216,- 
950 barrels in July, 319,997 barrels in 
August last year, and 327,035 barrels 
two years ago. The visible supply at 


the close of August in the shape of 
seed and crude and refined oil was 
equal to 596,498 barrels of refined oil 
against 732,589 barrels a month 
earlier, 711,015 barrels in August last 
year and 1,121,416 barrels two years 
ago. 


Receipts of seed at the mills during 


August were only 94,569 tons against 
335,071 tons in the same month last 
year; crushed, 59,148 tons against 


164,339 tons. Production of crude oil 


in August was 17,196,420 pounds 
against 48,833,994 pounds in August 
last year; refined, 11,967,606 pounds 
against 27,144,513 pounds. Stocks of 
seed at the mills at the close of Au- 
gust were 60,241 tons against 216,166 


tons at the same time last year; crude 
oil, 12,064,670 pounds against 582,- 
879 pounds; refined oil, 212,371,270 
pounds against 200,762,626 pounds. 
Receipts of seed in some sections 
were said to be increasing, though the 
movement was regarded as disappoint- 






ing. Correspondence from Atlanta 
stated that though ginnings are far 
behind last year, it is believed that 


picking is well up to last season; that 
there is a belief that the farmer is 
holding his seed cotton in the hope 
that if it is not put in marketable con- 


dition at once legislation may help him 


to secure a better basis of settle- 
ment with his creditors. Southern 
markets for crude oil and other cot- 


tonseed products were quiet. Offerings 
of crude oil were reported at further 
concessions. Trade in many oils, fats 


and greases was slow, with some 
products easy. Tallow, however, was 
apparently steady. 

Arrivals of hogs in Western mar- 
kets were small or moderate. The 
average weight of the arrivals in Chi- 
cago during the week ended Septem- 


ber 12 was 254 pounds against 249 in 
the previous week and 248 in the week 
before that. The semi-monthly state- 
ment of lard stocks in that market 
made a bullish showing with a de- 
crease of more than 10,000,400 pounds 


during the first half of September. 
Stocks there on the 15th inst. were 
pounds against 47,346,915 





September 1 and 35,709,250 
pounds a year ago. The export move- 
ment of lard continued small. Ship- 
ments from all ports to foreign coun- 
tries from January 1 to September 12 
were 394,259,000 pounds, or about 96,- 
000,000 pounds than in the same 
time last year. 

The weekly weather and crop report 
stated that the week was generally 
warm, and dry in the cotton belt. Con- 
ditions were favorable for speedy ad- 
vance toward maturity and _ rapid 
opening of bolls was reported from 
nearly all sections. For the belt as a 
whole the weather was unusually fa- 
vorable for picking and ginning, but 
notwithstanding harvest was_ indi- 
cated generally as rather slow. There 
were local reports of storing without 
ginning. In Texas the crop is largely 
made and opening rapidly. 

Closing prices on Thursday were 18 
to 25 points lower as compared with 
the final quotations of the previous 
Friday.

Further Recession of Solvents and Refined Oil Prices 
Occurs at Midcontinent--East Coast Position Steady 
--Quotations on Pennsylvania Lubes Hold Strongly 


Further rout of prices for solvents, 
diluents, also gasoline and other light 
oils, at the Midcontinent refineries oc- 
curred last week. Attributed by re- 
finers to the increased volume of oil 
available by the partial reopening of 
East Texas wells and also to the with- 
drawal of support by buyers after the 
market had assumed a_ reactionary 
course a week ago, some of the quo- 
tations were cut sharply and, as a re- 
sult, the major portions of the gains 
registered during August and early 
September were wiped out. The com- 
plete line of solvents and industrial 
naphthas was included in last week's 
decline. 

Consistent with its performance dur- 
ing the four or five weeks’ upward 
march not long ago, the East Coast re- 
finery market did not join the retreat 
and stood quite steady through last 
week. East Coast refiners of solvents 
and diluents did not alter their prices, 
nor were the gasoline quotations in any 
way weakened. 

A particular feature of the loosened 
market at the- Midcontinent last week 
was the return of leading refiners of 
rubber solvents to the open market. 
During the period of rising prices and 
scarcity of workable crude in Okla- 
homa and East Texas, the makers of 
rubber solvents were forced to with- 
draw from the open market and could 
only supply on their contract commit- 
ments. Last week, however, the re- 
finers were anxious sellers in the open 
market. 

The reopening of East Texas wells 
under a limitation of 225 barrels per 
day for each well added more than 
400,000 barrels daily to the nation’s 
product. In the meantime, Oklahoma 
continued under a strict shut-down 
and only the so-called stripper wells 
were permitted to run. Oklahoma daily 
*production continued to average 
around 256,000 barrels, according to the 
latest estimates of the American Pe- 
troleum Institute. 

Daily average production of crude 
oil in the United States during the 
week ended September 12 was 1,919,- 
000 barrels, according to the Institute, 
which reported a daily flow of 171,500 
barrels, but explained that that figure 
represented the daily average at East 
Texas on a seven-day basis for the 
week ended September 9. The esti- 
mate of 1,919,000 barrels compared 
with 1,746,300 barrels during the pre- 
ceding week and 2,419,750 barrels in 
the corresponding period last year. 


Solvents and Diluents 


Withdrawal of buying support after 
having reached excellent proportions 
on the recent rise in the market and 
the availability of more crude from the 
re-opening of East Texas wells were 
again responsible for another precipi- 
tation of values in the Midcontinent 
market for petroleum solvents and 
diluents last week. Cleaners’ naphtha, 
lacquer diluent, petroleum thinner, 


Stoddard solvent, rubber solvents and 
v.m.& p. naphtha were all lowered, 
marking the second such movement in 
as many weeks and leveling a goodly 
portion of the price gains that had 
been registered during August and the 
early part of September. A feature of 
last week at the Midcontinent was the 
return to the open market of leading 
suppliers of rubber solvents. The tight 
crude supply had recently forced these 
sellers out of the open market as there 
was only a sufficient run to fill in on 
contract - committments. Last week, 
however, the refiners were offering for 
open sale. 

Cleaners’ Naphtha.—<Another price 
recession occurred in the bulk market 
at the Midcontinent refineries last 
week. Quotations for this solvent were 
cut 4c. per gallon, making the price 6c. 
per gallon. This reduction was similar 
in cause to the 4c. per gallon decline 
a week ago; the axailability of more 
crude after the opening of w@lls at East 
Texas and the fact that some of the 
larger buyers had bought heavily on 
the rise of prices that occurred 
throughout August and the early part 
of September were the basic reasons 
for the reactionary turn in the market. 

Lacquer Diluent.—This oil was also 
lowered at the Midcontinent refineries 
last week. The currently quoted price 
Was 744c. per gallon, representing a 
reduction of %c. per gallon last week 
and a decline of %c. per gallon for the 
past two weeks. <A let-down in the 
heavy purchasing that had been going 
on with the rising market a few weeks 
ago and the availability of more supply 
by virtue of the re-opening of East 
Texas wells were responsible for the 
withdrawal of previous price support 
during the past two weeks. 

Petroleum Thinner.—This was an- 
other of the group of petroleum sol- 
vents and diluents that was lowered 
in price at the Midcontinent refineries 
last week. The tankear price was cut 
sharply last week to the basis of 4%c. 
per gallon, a decline of %c. per gallon 
last week and an aggregate reduction 
of a full cent over the past two weeks. 
A general slump of buying support and 
an easier situation on the supply side 
of the market were the main con- 
tributing factors in the downward 
price movement. Like in the immedi- 
ately preceding weeks, the East Coast 
market remaine@ unaffected by the 
fluctuations in the Midcontinent and 
refiners here continued to quote tank- 
cars at 9c. per gallon, at the refineries. 

Rubber Solvent.—With the opening 
of wells at East Texas and the re- 
sultant increase in supply, the leading 
producers of these solvents in the Mid- 
continent area were once again able 
to quote on the open market. After 
having been able to supply only on 
their contract commitments, the sell- 
ers were now offering for spot at 5%éc. 
per gallon, on both the light and heavy 
grades. The last previous open price 
was 4%c. per gallon. East Coast re-

Stoddard Solvent.—Tankcar quota- 
tions at the Midcontinent refineries for 
this solvent were also reduced last 
week. For the second week in succes- 
sion, the market was lowered. Last 
week's decline of 44c. per gallon placed 
the market at 5%4c. per gallon, f.o.b. 
Midcontinent refineries. This figure 
compared with a ruling market of 6c. 
per gallon a fortnight ago. Like in 
other refinery products, the break-up 
of prices was attributed to the spot of 
heavy buying that had been current 
while the market was on the rise and 
also the availability of more supply 
through the added crude stock of ap- 
proximately 400,000 barrels daily at 
East Texas. The East Coast refiners 
continued to quote the tankcar market 
at 9c. per gallon at the refineries. 

V.M.&P. Naphtha.—The quotations 
for this commodity were cut sharply 
at the Midcontinent last week. The 
ruling figure was 5%c. per gallon, a 
decline of 42c. per gallon for the week 
and an aggregate downward movement 
of %c. per gallon for the past two 
weeks. The East Coast market, how- 
ever, continued to hold steadily at the 
basis of 9c. per gallon at the refineries, 
and was not market with much 
activity. 


Hydrocarbon Gases 


Additional weakness in the natural 
gasoline market has probably removed 
the possibilities of an early advance in 
prices for the group of liquefied pe- 
troleum gases. Demands for the sev- 
eral products included in this group 
have been rather slow in the indus- 
trial channels of consumption but 
butane and propane continued to find 
ready outlets, particularly the latter 
which continued to move toward a 
record consuming year through retail 
outlets. 

Butane.—Recent increase in the cost 
of natural gasoline has given this liq- 
uefied petroleum gas a stronger mar- 
ket basis and in some directions prices 
have been raised. The low for the 16- 
32 degree product last week was 3%c. 
per gallon, compared with the previous 
low level of 242c. per gallon. Other 
sellers continued to quote 4c per gal- 
lon as the market for tankear quanti- 
ties, f. o. b. Group 3 

Heptane.—The market for this com- 
modity held at an even level last week. 
The fluctuations in natural gasoline 
prices have not influenced prices here 
in any way and the quotations last 
week remained at 12%c. per gallon for 
the normal article and 12c. per gallon 
for the mixed grade, both in tankcar 
lots, at the Midcontinent refineries 

Hexane.—So far as could be learned 
last week there were no new develop- 
ments in the market last week. The 
quotations were still firm on the basis 
of recent improvements in the natural 
gasoline situation over the past several 
weeks. The current price for normal 
material is lle. per gallon at Group 3 
refineries 

Octanes.—This mixture was another 
of the hydrocarbon solvments group 
where new and important features 
were lacking. The quotations remained 
steady at lde. per gallon, for tankcar 
quantities, f. 0. b. Group 38. 

Pentane.—This commodity occupied 
a position similar to other hydrocar- 
bon fractions last week. The recent 
improvement in the natural gasoline 
market Has: given strength to the 
price here but advances were not like- 
Iv unless the gains in natural gasoline 
were to be maintained. The normal 
material continued at 8c. per gallon 
with quotations for the laboratory 
grade at l16%c. per gallon, both in 
tankears at the Midcontinent refiner- 
ies. 

Petroleum Ether.—The Group 3 mar- 
ket continued with a fair degree of 
activity showing from the regular 
channels of consumption. Containing 
strength from the recently advanced 
position of natural gasoline, the prices 
remained at lle per gallon for the 30- 
60 degree product and 11'%c. per gal- 
lon for the 40-75 degree article, both 
in tankears at the Group 3 refineries. 

Propane.—Industrial activity in this 
market about held its own with pre- 
ceding weeks with the quotations for 
tankears at 7c. per gallon at the Mid- 
continent. The movement of supplies 
in cylinder packing through retail out- 
lets continued extremely heavy and 
the use of this product for heating 
factilities has been growing daily.

Oil Conference to Be 


Held in Washington 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 17, 1931. 

A plan to allocate world petroleum 
production during the next three years 
will be laid before Federal officials next 
week by representatives of western oil 
producing states. Robert P. Lamont, 
Secretary of Commerce, has been asked 
to receive on Monday a delegation from 
the oil conference which met in Okla- 
homa City September 11. 

Those expected to be present are 
Thurman P. Hill, Kansas Public Serv- 
ice Commission; L. C. Terrell, Texas 
Railroad Commission; Cicero Murray, 
chairman, Oil States Advisory Com- 
mittee, Oklahoma City; Wirt Frank- 
lin, Independent Petroleum Association 
of Oklahoma, and W. N. Davis, Mid- 
Continent Oil & Gas Association. 

While the Oklahoma City conference 
was unofficial, the Federal government 
sent an observer, Northcutt Ely, ad- 
ministrative assistant to the Secretary 
of the Interior, and a member of the 
advisory committee of the Federal Oil 
Conservation Board. During the prog- 
ress of this conference, the governors 
of New Mexico, Texas, Louisiana, Kan- 
sas and’Oklahoma joined in a telegram 
to President Hoover asking him to em- 
bargo imports of petroleum, pending an 
investigation into charges that import- 
ers are using unfair methods of com- 
petition. 

The tariff act permits such em- 
bargoes after an investigation by the 
Tariff Commission has established the 
fact of unfair competition, but pending 
such investigation the President may 
require that imports be covered by 
bond to insure export if an embargo 
is ordered. The term “unfair compe- 
tition” is not defined in the tariff act, 
but is usually understood to cover 
practices which would be illegal if 
practiced in domestic commerce, such 
as a violation of the anti-trust laws. 
It is not considered unfair competition 
in the legal sense to sell below a com- 
petitor’s price unless there is price 
discrimination which actually lessens 
competition, or unless it is part of a 
conspiracy to monopolize trade. 





North American Gasoline

Atlantic Refining Co. 
Still Explosion Kills Six 


An explosion in a new vapor gas- 
oline cracking still at the Philadelphia 
refinery of the Atlantic Refining Com- 
pany, Saturday, September 12, caused 
the death of six men and injuries to 
twenty-eight others, about ten of 
whom were so severely burned by flam- 
ing oil as to be in doubt of recovery. 
Damage unofficially estimated between 
$700,000 and $900,000 was caused by the 
explosion, the origin of which has not 
been officially determined but which 
some believe was caused by hot vapor 
leaking from the still and coming in 
direct contact with cold water. 

The still in which the explosion oc- 
curred was a new installation, costing 
$900,000, and was placed in operation 
for the first time but a short time be- 
fore the explosion occurred, it was 
reported. There were about forty men 
working on and around it. many being 
experts brought to Philadelphia to 
make the installation and start its op- 
eration. The still was about twenty 
feet above the ground and contained 
eracked gasoline which was being pro- 
cessed under terrific heat to vaporize 
it. which vapor would he forced by 
high pressure through coiling coils and 
past blower fans. 

The explosion, which was heard for 
several miles outside of the vicinitv. 
flung the workmen to the ground. split 
the still and threw flaming oil ll 
around. much of it flowing on the 
prostrate workmen Seventeen men 
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were rescued in a severely burned con- 
dition and taken to a hospital, six of 
them dying within a brief period and 
the remaining eleven being in precar- 
ious condition. Seventeen others were 
treated at first aid stations at the 
plant and Philadelphia hospitals. Plant 
fire apparatus fought the fire until the 
arrival of city firemen who  ex- 
tinguished the flame after several 
hours struggle against blazing oil 
pools scattered around the plant. 

Other than to say that an investiga- 
tion was being made, officials of the 
company had no statement to make, 
pending the outcome of their investi- 
gation. 





Natural Gas Investigation 


In N. Y. State Is Ordered 


An investigation into all phases of 
the natural gas industry in the State 
of New York has been ordered by the 
New York Public Service Commission, 
and the first hearing has been set for 
October 7 at Albany. The hearings 
will consider rates, charges, rules, 
regulations and practices of the in- 
dustry. It was stated by the commis- 
sion that the development and _ in- 
creased production in the natural gas 
fields in the State of New York and 
in contiguous territory, and the pres- 
ent situation relative to transportation, 
sale and utilization of natural gas 
within this State are such that an in- 
vestigation should be mude by the 
commission. 

The commission's inquiry hus been 
brought about also by the situation 
relative to drilling, leases, intercom- 
pany agreements and other factors. 
A new factor in the situation has been 
created by drilling in the Tioga gas 
fields of Pennsylvania. 


A. S. T. M. Committee 
Studies Oil Insulation 


Study of electrometric titration 
methods for determining the neutral- 
ization number of oils hus been carried 
by subcommittee LV of the American 
Society for testing materials to a point 
where the committee feels that two 
methods have been developed which 
can be used with a fair degree of ac- 
curacy and with fair agreement with 
the colorimetric titration method des- 
cribed in the tentative method of test 
for neutralization number of petroleum 
products and lubricants (D 188-27 T). 





The committee, in the past three 
years’ work has experimented with 
practically every recommended elec- 


trotitration method, and it was thought 
desirable to have on record a descrip- 
tion of the two methods which have 
given most promise of being standard- 
ized, in order that subsequent work of 
this or any other subcommittee along 
these lines would not necessitate the 
same long process of elimination by 
trial and study. A description of the 
two methods and a short description of 
the results obtained by their use ap- 
pears in the report presented at the 
A. S. T. M. annual meeting in June. 
In addition, this group will continue 
research on the oxidation of oils, de- 
velop tests for circuit breaker oils and 
formula to a short-time sludge test. 





Petroleum Data: July 


Production of crude petroleum in the 
United States during July was 77,961,- 
000 barrels, compared with 75,116,000 
barrels in June and 76,554,000 barrels 
in July, 1931, according to reports re- 
ceived by the Bureau.of Mines. The 
daily average output during July was 
2,515,000 barrels, against 2,504,000 bar- 
rels in the preceding month and 2,469,- 
000 barrels in the corresponding period 
of 1930. July gasoline production to- 
taled 38,440,000 barrels, compared with 
only 37,024,000 barrels in the previous 
month, while the domestic demand for 
motor fuel totaled 39,459,000 barrels, 
against 38,375,000 barrels during June 
Exports were heavier in July, aggre- 
gating 4,473,000 barrels, against 3,265,- 
000 barrels in the preceding month. 
Crude oil stocks continued to decline 
in July, with the total on hand at the 
end of that month 489,935,000 barrels, 
compared with 492,768,000 barrels at 
the end of the preceding month. 

Details of production, demand and 
stocks on hand of both crude and re- 
fined petroleum in July and a compari-

Outcome Is Important 


Recently the Rollins company has 
revised its labels and literature but 
still makes therapeutic claims the de- 
partment holds to be false and fraudu- 
lent, and it is against the new type 
of package that the recent seizure 
actions are directed.

“Producers and Importers Disclose 
Discrepancies in Official 


Statistical Data 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 17, 1931. 

American producers and importers 
of feldspar appeared before the United 
“States Tariff Commission today at a 
“hearing .held in connection with the 
“commission's current investigation of 
foreign and domestic costs of produc- 
tion of feldspar. 

Conflicting figures on production and 
‘imports of feldspar, all credited to the 
‘Bureau of Mines, were shown, the pro- 
ducers, claiming that United States 
production has been steadily declining 
while imports from Canada, the chief 
competing country, have risen, and the 
importers introducing statistics ac- 
credited to the same source to show 
that the amount of feldspar imported 
from Canada for consumption in this 
country has declined while domestic 
production has increased steadily in 
recent years except for a decline in 
1930. This discrepancy was not 
cleared up at the hearing, but the com- 
mission stated that inquiry would be 
made to ascertain the true situation. 


U. S. Costs Called Lower 


Vv. V. Kelsey, of the Consolidated 
Feldspar Corporation, Trenton, N. J., 
who appeared in behalf of the impor- 
ters, stated that American producers 
meed no tariff protection because the 
costs of production in this country are 
lower than in Canada.- The present 
duty of $1 per ton on crude feldspar 
he believes is working a hardship on 
Canada, and is merely an added burden 
to the American consumer. Henry N. 
Hanna, of the Seaboard Feldspar Com- 
pany, Baltimore, and Bruce Taylor, 
répresenting the Genesee Feldspar 
Company, Rochester, N. Y., testified 
briefly for the importers. Mr. Hanna 
said that Canadian feldspar is offer- 

& no serious competition to the 
United States product, and he sees no 
reason for imposing a duty. 

The American Mining Congress, at 
the request of a group of producers, 
requested an increase of 50 percent in 
the present duty of $1 per ton on crude 
feldspar and submitted a brief in sup- 
port of its argument. Dr. Henry Mace 
Payne, consulting engineer of the asso- 
ciation, said that present importations 
from Canada of crude feldspar are 
valued at nearly $250,000 per year.

Sherman Act Tests Urged 


Although he considers it neither de- 
sirable nor practical to modify or re- 
peal the basic safeguards of the Sher- 
man act, Mr. Emery declared that 
Congress should be urged to ascertain 
the economic effect of the present ap- 
plication of the antitrust laws, and 
that the Department of Justice should 
be urged to co-operate in a test of the 
laws, which would remove the uncer- 
tainty now existing with respect to 
their application to methods of pro- 
duction control. 

Mr. Emery believed that it would be 
wise to ascertain the extent to which 
practicable control of injurious busi- 
ness corduct could be applied through 
administrative orders rather than pros- 
ecution. He urged the study of the 
rights and opportunities for practical 
co-operation within the law. He de- 
clared that the existing economic sit- 
uation demands “voluntary private co- 
operation to control drastic over-pro- 
tion, under administration supervision 
protecting the public against artificial 
restriction.” 

Excessive competition in production, 
forced by law, and over-development 
are the major faults of the petroleum 
industry, said Joseph E. Pogue, con- 
sulting eagineer, New York, in an ad- 
dress on “Economic Law in the Pe- 
troleum Industry.” He held that, while 
artificial interference with the orderly 
working of economic law is a danger- 
ous experiment, skillfully and wisely 
applied efforts in this direction are not 
inherently unsound. “The hazard,” he 
said, “lies, not in the absence of knowl- 
edge as to how, for example, produc- 
tion can be scheduled and controlled, 
but in the pervasive presence of the 
human elements of ignorance and cu- 
pidity that set the efforts of reason at 
naught. If these human failings can 
be mastered, the course of the industry 
can be directed with enlightment and 
progress. Unless and until they can 
be, the artificial factor in industry is 
more apt to prove a boomerang than 
a catapult.” 

Russian petroleum products will be 
an increasingly serious factor in the 
markets of the world, said G. A. Bur- 
rell, New York, who returned recently 
after spending eighteen months in Rus- 
Recent developments in aviation 
were reviewed by James Doolittle. Leg- 
islation and the general meddling of 
politicians cannot solve the problems 
of petroleum products, declared Henry 
L. Doherty, of the Cities Service Com- 
pany, New York.

Synthetic Chemical Group 
Hears Talk by Daugherty 


Germany’s future, politically and in- 
dustrially, is impossible to predict, said 
William T. Daugherty, United States 
Trade Commissioner at Berlin, in a 
talk at a meeting of the Synthetic 
Organic Chemical Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, held in the Princeton Club, 
this city, September 17. It was Mr. 
Daugherty’s belief that the German 
people could not escape much hard- 
ship, but that they would pull through 
without industrial collapse and would 
not adopt communism. 

German foreign trade is showing a 
notable favorable balance this year, 
Mr. Daugherty said. Chemical exports, 
however, are about 15 percent less 
than those in 1930 largely, he said, be- 
cause of the debacle in the field of 
nitrogen fixation. He estimated the 
potential annual capacity of the 
world’s nitrogen industry at 4,000,000 
tons of nitrogen and the present de- 
mand at 1,800,000 tons. This explained 
why operations at the large Leuna ni- 
trogen works of the I. G. Farbenindus- 
trie are down to but 20 percent of ca- 
pacity. A means of utilizing the idle 
facilities of these works is being as- 
siduously sought, Mr. Daugherty said. 
It is expected that the discovery of 
crude petroleum underlying the potash 
beds not distant from the Leuna works 
will afford an opportunity for the hy- 
drogenation there of 100,000 tons of oil 
a year. 

The volume of production of dyes in 
Germany has diminished, Mr. Daugh- 
erty said. The producers, however, 
claim that the quality of the present 
products is high and that their profits 
have not declined in proportion with 
the output. The manufacture of syn- 
thetic pharmaceutical chemicals is sta- 
ble, the speaker said. 

Germany expects to produce about 
300,000 tons of crude petroleum this 
year, Mr. Daugherty said. Petroleum 
refining facilities are being increased, 
and the production of gasoline at the 
rate of 400,000 tons a year is looked 
for at an early date. 

The outlook for German potash is 
not clear, according to Mr. Daugherty. 
The Wintershall concern has taken to 
refining its product to a high per- 
centage. This, with an advantage of 
about $4 per ton in transportation 
costs to the Atlantic seaboard of the 
United States, makes the possibilities 
of competition with potash produced 
in New Mexico an interesting problem, 
he said. 

Mr. Daugherty referred briefly to 
various recent developments in the 
direction of chemical independence of 
the United States. He said that these, 
with the growing use of American 
chemical processes in Germany and 
other European countries, should be 
heartening to the chemical industry in 
the United States, he said. 

Mr. Daugherty was introduced by 
August Merz, president of the associa- 
tion, following luncheon. Mr. Merz 
also introduced James Scott, tempor- 
arily in charge of chemical matters 
for the Bureau of Foreign and Domes- 
tic Commerce in New York. Mr. 
Scott, who formerly was trade com- 
missioner at Hamburg, offered the 
services of the chemical division to 
the members of the association. Mr. 
Merz explained that arrangements for 
conferences with Mr. Daugherty dur- 
ing his stay in this city could be made 
through Mr. Scott. 

Maj. Adrian St. John, of the Chem- 
ical Warfare Service on Governor's 
Island, who was a guest of the asso- 
ciation, spoke briefly. Maj. Arthur M. 
Heritage, recently in charge of C. W. 
S. affairs in Chicago, was also a guest. 
He urged his hearers to co-operate in 
making the chemistry exhibit in the 
Hall of Science at the Chicago Century 
of Progress Exposition in 1932 fully 
representative of the contributions of 
the chemist to the progress ot civiliza- 
tion. He said that Dr. B. B. Freud, of 
Armour Institute, Chicago, is doing 
admirable work in planning the chem- 
istry exhibit. 

G. F. Lamb, customs counsel of the 
association, reported briefly on several 
eases pending in the customs courts, 
which are of interest to manufacturers 
of synthetic chemicals.

A\nd Copperas Continue Firm--Soda Phosphate Steady 


‘The market for the industrial chem- 
icals moved through a comparatively 
slow trading week, with consumers in 
all directions showing an inclination 
to hold withdrawals to actual require- 
ments. This hand-to-mouth policy was 
said to be due to the desire of con- 
sumers to experience an actual im- 
provement in the demand for finished 
articles before expanding commit- 
ments. However, the market as a whole 
noted a steady undertone. Changes 
consisted in lowering the price for tin 
axide as a result of downward swing 
in the Straits tin market, while electro- 
lytic copper touched the lowest level 
im history. 

The fractional reduction in the tin 
vaxide by sellers basing their quotations 
on the daily fluctuation in the basic

metal market was direct result of the 
lower level prevailing in the basic mar- 
ket. However, some sellers continued 
to adhere to the quotations for tin ox- 
ide established some time ago. The 
easier tone in the basic metal was due 
to the slow character of the demand. 

Price for electrolytic copper de- 
clined fractionally to the lowest level 
in history, with an easing tendency 
still in evidence as the week came to 
a close. The easier tone in the copper 
metal market is due to the enormous 
volume of stocks on ground. Although 
production of refined copper in North 
and South America in August reached 
the lowest point in many years and 
shipments showed a moderate increase 
during the month, output continued 
well in excess of shipments, with re- 
fined copper stocks at the end of 
August increasing 15,358 tons to 455,- 
775 tons, the largest amount of stocks 
above ground in the history of the in- 
dustry. 

The fractional decline in the basic 
metal price did not affect the quotation 
on copper sulphate because of the fact 
that that commodity was reduced in 
the previous week, bringing the pr ice 
to the levels noted in the copper mar- 
ket last week. Demand for blue vitriol 
was slow, but leading sellers indicated 
that shipments thus far in the current 
month were well ahead of the turnover 
realized in the same month a year ago. 

With the steel mill operations show- 
ing no betterment last week, being 
estimated at 30 percent of capacity, a 
stringent allocating of copperas to 
routines consumers was in vogue. The 
textile trade continued to take a fair 
volume of soda phosphate, while no 
relief was evident in the shortage of 
soda acetate, but the slow character of 
the demand acted as easement in that 
situation. 

Although competition continued keen 
in tartaric acid prices for both domes- 
tic and important materials were iden- 
tical to those quoted in the previous 
week The acid division as a whole 
moved through a comparatively slow 
trading week. Termination of the sea- 
sonal demand for the insecticides na- 
turally caused that division to experi- 
enced a rather dull demand. 

Alums.—The market for the sulphate 
article was strictly routine throughout 
the week, with major buyers showing 
no inclination to relinquish the hand- 
to-mouth policy, while the demand for 
the other alums was termed fair. Quo- 


tations were identical to those quoted 
in preceding week. 

Ammonia, Anhydrous.—Leading sell- 
ers reported the market as firm again 
last week, with the regular quarters 
of cansumption taking a fair amount 
against contracts. Prices were in con- 
formity with the schedule in force 
previously. 

Ammonia, Aqua.—There was little 
interest shown in this market again 
last week with the less than carlot 
orders moving to the nearby textile 
districts supplying the major portion 
of the demand. Quotations were with- 
out change. 

Ammoniac, Sal.—A steady demand 
was experienced for the various forms 
of this item again last week. Sellers 
were adhering firmly to the schedule 
of price in force for sometime past. 

Antimony.—Primary market cables 
continued easy and with a local dor- 
mant trade, sellers were inclined to 
shade the price of 6%c. per pound 
level in order to get a portion of the 
demand. 

Argols.—Demand was exceptionally 
slow throughout the week for the 
high grade as well as the other forms 
of this article, but the conservative 
character of the buying side failed to 
have any influence on the steady un- 
dertone in the dealings and prices were 
unchanged. 

Barium Salts.—A fairly active call 
was in evidence for the hydrate com- 
modity last week. Regular buyers 
called for a fair amount of the peroxide 
material. On the whole the market 
was steady and prices were identical 
to those in vogue in the preceding 
week, 

Bleaching Powder.—Spot withdraw- 
als here were at a slow pace through- 
out the week, but the undertone in the 
market was firm and leading sellers 
naming the prices in force in the pre- 
vious week. 

Blue Vitriol.—Quiet prevailed in this 
direction last week, with leading sell- 
ers inferring that the total volume of 
shipments thus far in September were 
well ahead of the same period a year 
ago. The fractional decline in the price 
for the copper metal had no material 
effect on the price situation, inasmuch 
as the price for copper sulphate was 
lowered in the previous week, bringing 
the price of that commodity to the leve] 
now existing in the copper market. 

Calcium Chloride.—Demand here con- 
tinued light throughout the week un- 
der review, but a steady tone was 
displayed in the dealings and sellers 
were holding to the price levels in 
vogue previously. 

Carbon Tetrachloride.—Cleaning fluid 
companies continued to take a fair vol- 
ume of this article last week, while 
other consuming agencies showed a 
tendency to hold takings to actual 
needs. Prices for both the commer- 
cial and chemically pure item were 
without change. 

Chlorine.—This market was enlivened 
at intervals during the week by the 
movement of fair-sized commitments 
to major consumers, against contracts, 
but spot dealings were decidedly slow. 
Prices were firm at the levels estab- 
lished sometime ago. 

Copper.—Electrolytic copper declined 
4c. per pound to 7c. per pound, reach- 
ing the lowest level in history. The 
market continued easy. At 7c. per 
pound, copper is selling well below 
the cost of production. The copper sold 
at this price was understood to be for 
the account of small producers with- 
out refineries of their own. At the 
same it was believed that the further 
downward swing in the copper metal 
would bring about a more stringent 
curtailment plan. Output of copper in 
August continued well ahead of ship- 
ments, with production of refined cop- 
per in North and South America 
showing an increase in copper stocks 
of 15,358 tons to 455,775 tons, repre- 
senting the greatest amount of copper 
ever piled up in the history of the in- 
dustry. 

Copperas.—Steel mill activity re- 
mained at 30 percent of capacity last 
week, with the result that the copperas 
market continued unchanged, with 
sellers allocating material to routine 
consumers in a_ stringent manner. 
However, there was a better interest 
shown in the rail markets, growing 
demand for pipe line and an increased 
interest noted in structural and au- 
tomotive steel, according to the mid- 
week steel trade reviews. No change 
in price for copperas was uncovered. 

Glauber’s Salt.—Demand for the an- 
hydrous commodity continued light 
throughout the week, but the slow 
character of the buving failed to dis- 
turb the steady undertone in the mar-

Soviet Develops Deposits 
Of Apatite and Nephelite 


Development of deposits of apatite 
(calcium phosphate-fluoride) and 
nephelite (sodium-potassium-alumin- 
um orthosilicate) at Chibinsk in Arctic 
Russia has been rapidly expanded ac- 
cording to official Soviet reports. 

The Chibinsk apatite mine was 
Started as an experiment about two 
years ago in a desert where but half 
a dozen “lopar” natives lived. The 
present population is about 50,000. The 
apatite deposits of Chibinsk are con- 
sidered to be over one billion tons in 
addition to which nephelite deposits 
were found which are estimated 
around twenty-five to thirty billion 
tons. An electric power plant of 6,500 
kilo-watts was erected and completed 
recently, and an enriching plant is 
being erected of a capacity of 250,000 
tons of concentrates. The plans for 
this plant have been prepared by 
Mechanobre who is said to be the 
highest authority on the subject. Plans 
are also under consideration to erect 
at Chibinsk a hydro-electric power 
plant of 60,000 kilo-watts. 

The Chibinsk Chemical & Mining 
Combine exploits mainly apatite, the 
derivatives of which are phosphorus 
and slag cement. It has recently begun 
to mine nephelite on a large scale. 

Nephelite is said to be successfully 
applied in Russia as a tanning agent 
and to be steadily replacing vegetable 
tanstuffs at a reported reduction of 
70 to 80 per cent in the cost. Nephelite 
is reported also to be finding use as 
a substitute for glauber’s salt in the 
glass industry and for feldspar in the 
manufacture of ceramics. Other re- 
ported uses include those as an ab- 
rasive in woodworking, in the fireproof- 
ing of textiles, in the manufacture of 
enamels, and in the rubber industry. 
The Soviet expects to make use of this 
mineral as an imported factor in the 
development of the production of 
aluminum. 





Commercial Solvents Corp. 
Not in British Litigation 


Legal action has been instituted in 
England by the Acetate Products Cor- 
poration charging Commercial Sol- 
vents, Ltd., with breach of contract in 
connection with the licensing of a 
process for the production of acetic 
acid. Because of misunderstandings 
resulting from this litigation, the Com- 
mercial Solvents Corporation, New 
York, desires it to be known that Com- 
mercial Solvents, Ltd., is not in any 
way connected with the New York cor- 
poration or its London office. 

The Commercial Solvents Corpora- 
tion was notified by its London office 
in September, 1929, of the registration 
of a new British company called 
Commercial Solvents, Ltd. Confusion 
has resulted on occasions from the 
similarity of names, but the Commer- 
cial Solvents Corporation has been in- 
formed that nothing could be done to- 
ward obtaining a revocation of the 
name of the British concern.

Plan to Prohibit Cotton Planting Faces Collapse by 


Refusal of Texas to Join in Movement--August Tag 
Sales 26 Percent Less than Same Period Last Year 


Probabilities for a year’s cotton hol- 
iday, plans for which had been in the 
legislative mill during the past three 
weeks, and in which the fertilizer in- 
dustry was vitally interested, faced a 
collapse last week by adverse occur- 
rences in Texas and North Carolina. 
On Wednesday, the Texas House voted 
down a measure to prohibit cotton 
planting .over next year, and as that 
state produces approximately one-third 
of the country’s output, the recently 
enacted law in Louisiana to prevent 
cotton growth if seventy-five percent 
of the cotton-growing states would 
follow suit, appeared invalid. Prior to 
the movement in Texas, North Caro- 
lina’s governor declared that he would 
not call a special session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of that state to con- 
sider such a move. While semi- 
official approval had been given in 
South Carolina, Alabama and Georgia, 
the defeat in Texas forced Huey P. 
Long, governor of Louisiana and prime 
mover in the plan, to abandon his ef- 
forts for a suspension of planting. 
Legislative movements to bolster the 
cotton market were not ended however,

August, were approximately 27 per- 
cent less than tité aggregate sales for 
the corresponding period last season. 
August sales in 13 Southern states 
were only’11 percent less than the 
sales for August, 1930, with Missouri, 
South ‘Carolina, and Alabama as the 
only stat@és where August sales ex- 
ceeded those of the preceding August. 
Georgia, Mississippi, Arkansas and 
Oklahoma reported no_ sales’ for 
August.

Conditions in the fertilizer crude 
materials’ market were otherwise dull 
and colorless. Principal in the inter- 
est of the trade was the indication 
that nitrate of soda prices would be 
released to the trade shortly.

It was understood last week that one 
supplier of foreign sulphate of am- 
monia was offering, subject to con- 
firmation, at a broad concession from 
the market level, but this could not be 
confirmed. The general market posi- 
tion for foregn sulphate was stronger 
and not all of the suppliers were pre- 
pared to offer at the low figure of the 
market range for a week ago. 

The list of organic fertilizer mate- 
rials was without an important 
change last week. Regular purchasers 
were not manifesting much interest in 
the offerings, and the only price 


According to report recently received 
from the Division of Chemistry by the 
National Fertilizer Association Cali- 
fornia fertilizer sales for the quarter 
ended June 30, 1931 amounted to 20,- 
780 tons, compared with 27,798 tons 
sold during the quarter ended June 30, 
1930.

Ammoniates 


Nitrate of Soda.—Up to the time of 
writing there were no new develop- 
ments regarding the long awaited price 
schedule for the 1931-1932 schedule. 
Sellers of Chilean material and makers 
of synthetic were still quoting at the 
June figure of $2.05 per 100 pounds, 
subject to rebate if the named schedule 
should be lower. According to indica- 
tions, the new schedule would be re- 
leased momentarily. There have been 
no official indications but expectations 
last week for the imminent release of 
the prices were more numerous than 
at any time since the commencement 
of the season. 

LONDON, Sept. 4.—The quotations for 
nitrate of soda, 95 percent, remained un- 
changed here at £10 per ton. 


Sulphate of Ammonia.—There were 
reports last week that one seller of 
imported material had made open of- 
ferings, subject to confirmation, at 
$21.50 per ton, but the reports could 
not be traced to fact. The market for 
imported material was otherwise quite 
strong in face of these reports and 
most sellers held for $24 per ton. In 
some directions it was still possible to 
do $23 per ton. Buyers were not mani- 
festing any material interest in the 
market and the movement of goods 
was small. The domestic producers 
continued to quote nominally at $26 
per ton, ex-vessel the ports or f.o.b. 
works and the sales movement of that 
article was also small. As yet there 
has been no decision regarding the vio- 
lation of the anti-dumping law by im- 
ports at low prices last summer and 
the trade was apparently awaiting a 
clarification for this situation before 
entering into further commitments, 

LONDON, Sept. 4.—Nominal quotations 
for export sulphate of ammonia, neutral 
quality, remained at £5 15s. per ton, for 
single bags, f.o.b. U. K. ports. 
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Castor Pomace.—The market re- 
mained in a quiet position last week 
with no purchasing of importance and 
very few inquiries. The price remained 
at $12 per ton at nearby works. 

Cyanamide.—The price for this am- 
moniate remained at 97%c. per unit, 
delivered. The demand side of the 
market was not very active last week. 

Dried Blood.—The past week was a 
very quiet one for this organic. Quo- 
tations for domestic on spot remained 
at $1.60 per unit but that figure did not 
invite much interest from buyers. The 
Chicago market was also inactive last 
week with the nominal price of $1.50 
per unit still in force while some hold- 
ers asked up to $1.75 per unit. Im- 
ported for prompt shipment continued 
high at $2.25 per unit. . 

Fish Scrap.—Quotations for un- 
ground scrap were again cut last week. 
Offerings were made at $2.50 and 10c. 
per unit-ton, at the Chesapeake fac- 
tories. The reduction failed to initiate 
any stimulus to trading and quiet was 
still the ruling feature. The market 
for unground scrap was also without 
attention from buyers while the price 
remained at the recently lowered level 
of $48 to $50 per ton, at Baltimore. 
Acidulated scrap contained no new 
features over the week and quotations 
continued at $2.25 and 50c. per unit- 
ton. 

Hoof Meal.—In the absence of trad- 
ing at the Chicago market last week 
the quotations of $1.25 per unit-ton 
was largely a nominal one. Holders 
were unable to find any buying in- 
terest among the regular purchasers. 
The importers continued to hold their 
quotations at the relatively high point 
of $1.80 per unit-ton for material to 
arrive and business was also lacking 
in this direction. 

Nitrogenous Material.—There were 
no new developments in the market 
for this organic. The quotations for 
material testing 8 to 10 percent for 
prompt shipment from abroad _ re- 
mained at $1.65 per unit-ton, c.i.f. At- 
lantic ports with little or no interest 
having been shown last week. 

Tankage.—Idleness was the chief 
feature in the market for this com- 
modity last week. The spot market 
was entirely lifeless while the quota- 
tions for ground and unground re- 
mained at their nominal figures of the 
past two weeks. Fertilizer grade ma- 
terial at Chicago continued in a dull 
place at $1.25 and 10c. per unit-ton, 
while the high-grade product was still 
offered at $1.50 and 10c. per unit-ton 
but was offered in some directions at 
25c. less. The market for imported 
material did not reveal any particular 
change last week. 


Potashes 


Sharing the general lack of activity 
in fertilizer raw materials, the group 
of potashes could not furnish any out- 
standing features last week. Scattered 
demands for top-dressing constituted 
the demand at local points while book- 
ings for import and forward shipment 
were slack at this time. 

Holders of cottonseed hull ashes 
were still quoting at $1.65 per unit of 
water soluble potash for unground 
material, in bulk and in car lot quanti- 
ties. Large buyers desiring 100 tons 
could obtain such quantities at $1.50 
per unit, also in bulk. Ashes can be 
ground and sacked at point of origin 
for $4 per ton over the bulk price. 

Prices for imported potasnes, domes- 
tic muriate and domestic manure salts 
remained unchanged. The complete 
discount scale for imported salts fol- 
lows:—Orders placed prior to Septem- 
ber 1 for September shipments, 5 per- 
cent; prior to October 1 for shipment 
in equal monthly quantities, October 
to December, inclusive, 4 percent; 
prior to October 1 for October ship- 
ments, 4 percent; prior to November 
1 for November shipment, 3 percent: 
and prior to December 1 for December 
shipment, 2 percent. 

On material ordered for delivery, ex- 
store, there will be an extra charge of 
$1.25 per ton at Northern ports (Bos- 
ton to Baltimore, inclusive), and at $1 
per ton at Southern ports and Gulf 
ports (Norfolk to Houston, inclusive). 
The ex-store charge is net and not 
subject to discount. 


Phosphates 


The general idleness of the fertilizer 
materials’ market was fully shared by 
the phosphate list. Interest for super- 
phosphate and bone materials’ sup- 
plies was very small last week and 
price developments, with one excep- 
tion ,were not of sufficient importance 
to note. The lone exception was a 
duction in the quoted price of 3 and 
50 steamed bone meal at Chicago. 

Superphosphate.—Interest by fertil- 
izer manufacturers last week was very 
small. The market at Paltimore re- 
mained at $7.50 per ton for the run of 
the pile and $8 per ton for guaranteed 
16 percent stocks, both in bulk.

BLOOD.—Sellers are quoting as low as

Coaltar Products 


Benzol and Toluol Firm--Better Inquiry for Phenol-- 
Cresylic Acid Slow--Buying of Intermediates Spotty 
--Fair Call for Colors--Steel Mill Activity Unchanged 


Withdrawals in the market for the 
basic coaltar products indicated that 
consumers were confining shipments 
to actual requirements. However, the 
undertone in the market was firm by 
virtue of the technical position that 
has developed in the basic products 
because of the curtailed production at 
the by-product coke ovens. Buying of 
the intermediates reflected the work- 
ing of the textile industry on actual 
orders rather than stock, while a fair 
call was noted for both the colors and 
acids. 

The situation in benzol revolves en- 
tirely around the primary economic 
factor of supply and demand. It was 
pointed out by certain sellers last week 
that the statistical position of the mar-

ket is such that shipments of benzol 
were being made out of current pro- 
duction. But should there appear a 
slight improvement in the demand for 
benzol before a stepping up of pro- 
duction schedules takes place in the 
key industries of the country, or previ- 
ous to such time as a substantial im- 
pression is made on the excess coke 
stocks, the possibilities of greater 
stringency in the supply of benzol was 
not at all unlikely. 

At the same time the stocks of tol- 
uene in local dealers’ hands were said 
to be very rapidly approaching the 
proportions existing in benzol. How- 
ever, the easement in that situation 
has been the uncertainty prevalent in 
the automobile production schedules 
plus the fact that lacquer manufactur- 
ers taking shipments commensurate 
with the actual demand being placed 
on their finished products. 

While the automobile output in the 
August was revised to show an out- 
put of approximately 185,000 units, 
trade circles were not willing to voice 
an opinion as to the actual figure that 
will represent the output in the current 
month, However, it was generally 
conceded that the September produc- 
tion total for that industry would be 
somewhat under August. This being 
due to the fact that the changing over 
of models was expected to occupy the 
automotive manufacturers during the 
greater part of the fourth quarter, 
with the production on a basis com- 
mensurate with the restocking of 
dealers with new models. Steel mill 
operations remained unchanged at 30 
percent of capacity, with a better in- 
quiry shown. 

Increased interest was noted for 
phenol from the pharmaceutical trade 
last week, while further curtailment 
in ore floatation work cut sharply into 
the shipments of cresylic acid, together 
with the fact that disinfectant manu- 
facturers were purchasing on a hand- 
to-mouth basis as well as the textile 
industry. However, the prices were in 
conformity with the schedule in force 
previously. 

Buying of the intermediates clearly 
bore out that the textile trade was 
working on actual orders rather than 
stocking up inventories. This spe- 
cific division lacked an outstanding 
feature, while the call for the colors 
as well as the acids was on a fair 
seale. 


Basic Products 


Benzene (Benzol).—A firm tone gov- 
erned the dealings in this market again 
last week. This firmness was attrib- 
uted to the technical position of the 
current market rather than to a move- 
ment of considerable material. The 
fact of the matter is that buyers have 
been adhering to a hand-to-mouth 
policy, which in turn has been bene- 
ficial to the market. Sellers last week 


pointed out that the proportions of the 
market last week were identical to 
those existing in the latter part of 
1924, which year marked the previous 
severe depression. This comparison 
was offered because of the fact that 
pig iron production, steel ingot output 
as well as other basic industries were 
at curtailed levels, with the result that 
the future course of market depends 
entirely on the hope that the key in- 
dustrial operations would be stepped 
up sufficiently enough to make a sub- 
stantial impression on the excess coke 
piles in order to bring about a natural 
improvement in the production of the 
basic coaltar products before better- 
ment in the industries consuming ben- 
zol takes place. Prices were un- 
changed. 

Creosote Oil.—The market here 
moved through a comparatively slow 
trading week, but sellers of the wood 
preservative grades noted a fair move- 
ment of that material to the railroads 
as well as public utility companies. No 
change in quotations was uncovered. 

Cresol.—The market was. strictly 
routine, with the consumers of the 
various forms of this article taking 
withdrawals commensurate with ac- 
tual requirements. A steady under- 
tone ruled the dealings and quotations 
were identical to those in force pre- 
viously. 

Cresylic Acid.—With further cur- 
tailment taking place in ore flotation 
work as well as a seasonal slackening 
in certain textile branches consuming 
this material together with the fact 
that disinfectant manufacturers were 
holding shipments to actual needs, the 
market here moved through a rather 
slow trading week, but prices were 
firmly held at the levels in vogue in 
the preceding week. 

Naphthalene.— Buying of the flake and 
ball as well as the crude item showed 
a tendency to drag at intervals during 
the week, but the firm character of the 
tone of the market remained undis- 
turbed and prices were the same as 
quoted in the previous week. 

Phenol.—An improved interest to- 
ward future shipments was shown in 
this commodity by the pharmaceutical 
trade last week. While the textile trade 
limited withdrawals to actual needs, 
the market retained a steady tone and 
prices were held at the levels quoted 
in the previous week. 


Solvent Naphtha. Usual buyers 
supplied the call for the industrial 
water white commodity again last 


week, taking material for actual wants 
The market was again firm and prices 
unchanged. 

Toluene (Toluol).—The revised esti- 
mate of the August production in the 
automobile industry, which placed the 
output at approximately 185,000 units, 
together with the fact that Septem- 
ber production in that trade was ex- 
pected to be somewhat better than 
generally anticipated, served to bring 
about a firmer tone in this market last 
week. However, it was generally be- 
lieved that work on the new models 
in the auto trade was not expected to 
get underway much before the latter 
part of next month, and then produc- 
tion will be limited entirely to the re- 
stocking of dealers. Quotations were 
unchanged. 

Xylene (Xylol).—Market conditions 
here were a duplication of the preced- 
ing week, with buyers covering for 
nearby needs and sellers reporting the 
market as firm at the previously es- 
tablished levels. 


Chicago Coaltar Products 


CHICAGO, Sept. 18, 1931. 

Coaltar products are quiet, but they 
continue to give evidence of the same 
underlying strength which has been a 
feature of this market for weeks past. 
Prices are not changed to any ap- 
preciable extent on the principal prod- 
ucts, although the buying has not been 


of any important volume. Orders con- 
tinue scattered. Benzene is firm, with 
toluene also ruling steady to firm. Rul- 
ing prices of principal sellers are :—Ben- 
zene, 90 percent, 18c. per gallon; toluene, 
28c.; xylene, 27c.; solvent naphtha, 24 
to 25e. 


Intermediates 


Aniline Oil.—Business here contin- 
ued on a fair scale throughout the 
period under review, with sellers ad- 
hering firmly to the prices in order in 
the preceding week. 

Anthraquinone.—The call here was 
highly irregular throughout the week, 
with buyers confining purchases to ac- 
tual wants. No change in quotations 
was uncovered. 

Benzaldehyde.— Routine buyers sup-

fore the next six or eight weeks. At 
the same time plantation and common 
gambier continued firm because of the 
small surplus of those materials in lo- 
cal dealers’ hands 

Valonia beards and mixtures were 
advanced by reason of the improved 
buying due to the sharp reduction 
made in those commodities in the pre- 
ceding week. The lowering of the val- 
ues for J2 and R2 shipments of myro- 
balans was wholly attributed to the 
shading of some sellers in an effort to 
obtain a portion of the small amount 
of business noted in the market re- 
cently. Demand for wattle bark con- 
tinued slow, while some sellers were 
shading the price on solid and clarified 
quebracho. Prominent sellers indi- 
cated that only a limited amount of 
such material was available at the 
fractionally lower price. 

Downward revision in the price 
schedule for granular and spray ege 
yolk was primarily due to an effort to 
stimulate the demand, while a firm 
tone was shown in the market for egg 
albumen. The firmness in the latter 
commodity was the result of active 
trading among the importers rather 
than an improvement in the consuming 
demand. This active interdealing was 
attributed to the desire of certain im- 
porters to acquire a substantial inven- 
tory. 

In connection with the textile in- 
dustry it was stated that a slight 
slackening was noted in the silk mill 
operations, while the rayon mills were 
operating at a favorable ratio. Sea- 
sonal slackening was noted in the 
woolen mills. Production of carded 
eotton cloths in August advanced 58.6 
percent above the seasonal output in 
July, with a production of 209,050,000 
yards, or at the weekly rate of 52,262 
yards. One of the largest textile plants 
in New England has threatened to 
close down operations, unit by unit, as 
a result of the objection by employees 
for a second time of a proposal for a 
10 percent wage reduction. On the 
other hand, a large carpet mill will 
start operation under a compromise }\ 
which a 15 percent wage cut will be 
operative.

Leading producers of drugs and fine 
chemicals reported business improved 
and quite active throughout the past 
week. Seasonable items were in ex- 
cellent request and throughout the en- 
tire list of fine chemicals a steady call 
and pleasing volume of sales were re- 


ported. Price changes were not 
numerous. Slightly higher quotations 
ruled for No. 2 agar. Prices for 


arecoline hydrobromide, iron-ammon- 
ium citrate, soda citrate USP VIII, and 
quicksilver were reduced. The other 
materials in the market remained in 
steady position and seemed to be free 
from any important tendency toward 
shading. 

The situation in agar agar was such 
as to make for a strongly maintained 
market despite the not very active de-

mand for the article. Imports costs 
were such that stocks could not be re- 
placed to sell at quotations prevailing 
on the spot. Stocks here were not 
large and they seemed to be in firm 
hands. 

The lower quotations for arecoline 
were in line with the generally com- 
petitive position of all minor alkaloids. 
Although prices for the rest of the 
group were unchanged, they were still 
easy because of the pressure of ample 
stocks. 

The entire group of citrates has 
been in somewhat uncertain and un- 
settled position since the reductions in 
prices for citric acid. The last of the 
declines was not productive of lower 
quotations on major or minor citrates 
until last week. lLron and ammonium 
citrate and soda citrate, USP VIII were 
reduced when competition pressed hard 
against a consuming market not es- 
pecially receptive to offerings. 

The quicksilver market turned 
weaker and prices were reduced as the 
weakness undermined the somewhat 
steadier market that had ruled for sey- 
eral weeks. Stocks have accumulated 
despite the fact that production at the 
mines had been curtailed by the pre- 
vailing low prices for the metal. 
Hence, opportunity to sell resulted in 
more attractive quotations being of- 
fered to the consuming industries. 
Mercurials did not reflect the lower 
quotations for metal but they were 
slightly unsettled 

Menthol was in lessened demand. 
Stocks were found to be moderate in 
size but because the pressing call that 
came with the infantile paralysis epi- 
demic had diminished, the available 
stocks proved to be adequate to sup- 
ply the demand last week. Prices re- 
mained very steady. 

Acid Tartaric. — For the first time 
in a number of weeks, prices failed to 
change. Domestic was quoted at 27%%c. 
per pound and imported, 27c. Com- 
petition remained keen’ and the mar- 
ket was still highly unsettled. 

Agar Agar. — No. 2 was higher at 
$1.08 to $1.10 per pound. No. 1 held at 
$1.15 to $1.20 and No. 3, 70c. to T5c. 
The import cost was such that goods 
could not be imported and sold profit- 
ably at current spot prices. Demand 
was light. 

Albumen. — Quotations were $65 per 
ton for ground and $55 for unground 
material. The market was steady in 
most quarters with demand holding up 
fairly well to the volume current for 
some time past. 

Alcohol. — A fairly steady undertone 
was the rule in the alcohol market 
during the past week. Jobbers’ in- 
quiries and demands showed a gain. 
Deliveries on contracts began to in- 


crease parallel with the advance of the 
year toward the cold weather season 
when consumption of alcohol for anti- 
freeze purposes expands. The price 
position of the article seemed to be 
fairly firm. No reports of price cut- 
ting were current during the past week 
and the trade seemed to be in good 
shape for fall business. 

Alum, Ammonium. — The market 
has been very steady for a number of 
months and a check on prices found 
them still without change. Demand 
was reported routine for the burnt, 
USP article, quoted at lic. to 16c. per 
pound. 

Ammonia Bromide. — The domestic 
market seemed to be quite stable, but 
reports from abroad indicated that the 
markets there were unsettled and 
highly competitive. Prices were sub- 
ject to shading in the foreign field. 
Demand here was steady most of the 
time last week. 

Ammonia Carbonate. - A stable 
market was the rule Buyers trading 
in small quantities most of the time 
were in the market frequently and the 
result was a fair sized total volume 
of sales. 

Ammonia Citrate.—Competition was 
reported to have increased somewhat. 
Although quotations at 38c. to 39c. per 
pound were obtained most of the time, 
it was intimated that some sizeable 
business had been booked at a shade 
less. 

Ammonia Salicylate.—Although sev- 
eral attempts to bid for a supply at 
less than $1.15 per pound were made 
during the past week, it was stated 
that the attempts failed; prices were 
firmly maintained in all directions, 
competition being entirely lacking. 

Antipyrine.—Steady demand was re- 
ported and the movement was said to 
be increased somewhat, though not 
heavily. Quotations were firm on the 
basis of $2 to $2.05 per pound. Foreign 
goods were not current in the spot 
market. 

Apomorphine.—Producers confirmed 
the market at $22.60 to $22.65 per 
ounce and reported a small but steady 
movement of the article. Production 
costs remained steady as no change in 
raw material costs have developed of 
late. 

Arecoline Hydrobromide. — Quota- 
tions were lower at $5 to $5.25 per 
ounce. Competition has been the weak- 
ening factor in the market for this 
material and even at this time the 
drive for business was keen enough to 
make for the further shading of quo- 
tations. 

Arsenic lodide—A check up found 
prices to be firmly maintained at $6.25 
per pound and the market was sub- 
jected to a normal consuming request 
that supported values fully. No com- 
petition was current. 

Atropine.—A steadier market was re- 
ported on the spot. Quotations for sul- 
phate were held to the basis of $2 to 
$2.25 per ounce and no signs of shading 
were noted. Alkaloid was also well 
maintained at $6.50 to $7 per pound. 
The current call for both forms of the 
article was steady. 

Barium lodide.—Sales of fairly sub- 
stantial and normal quantities of the 
article was made at $5.25 per pound. 
The undertone of the market was 
steady. However, consumers did not 
appear to be inclined to anticipate 
their requirements. 

Bismuth Metal and Salts.—The lead- 
ing sellers of metal declared that busi- 
ness was steady with them. Quantities 
taken were not large but they were 


still close to normal. Salts moved 
steadily in routine quantities at firm 
prices. 


Cadmium Metal and Salts.—Consid- 
ering general conditions in the con- 
suming markets for metal and salts, 
the movement was believed to be very 
good. Demand for metal was not large, 
yet the call was steady and regular 
with deliveries being made on the bas- 
is of 55c. to 60c. per pound, as to 
quantity. 

Castor Oil.—Fair sized movement 
was noted and the market appeared to 
hold a steady undertone. Although 
buyers were not disposed to protect 
requirements far in advance, the call 
was still quite steady and was pro- 
ductive of a well maintained schedule 
of quotations

the local quotations have remained un- 
changed at $2 to $2.05 per pound for 
some time. Demand has been irregu- 
lar, quantities smaller than the usual 
size of orders being called for most 
of the time. 

Cinchophen.—Although competition 
was fairly active, the price for this 
article has been held to the basis of 
$3.25 per pound in barrels. Production 
was said to be running close to the 
actual demands reaching the producers. 

Colchicine Alkaloid.—Considering the 
fact that the sale of this article was 
comparatively small, prices have been 
especially steady on the basis of $27 
to $28 per ounce for some time past. 
The stocks available in this market 
were not large, yet as compared with 
demand they were surely adequate. 

Cocoa Butter.—Raw material weak- 
ened during the period and declines 
were the rule. Butter was unchanged 
at l4ce. to 14%c. per pound in bulk, 
car lots, but it was not clear that a 
shade less could not be done with a 
firm order in hand. 

Collodion.—Further recessions in 
price were lacking but the market was 
none too steady on the basis of the 
recent decline to 13%c. to l4ec. per 
pound for USP, and 15%ec. to léec. for 
flexible. Competition was very lean, 
especially from those alcohol producers 
offering the material. 

Corn Syrup.—The cost of manufac- 
ture was said to be about steady, 
though based on the present price for 
raw material it was comparatively low. 
Demand for syrup was fair in size 
and prices were free from much com- 
petition. 

Cream of Tartar.—Local prices were 
still without change despite the two 
decline in tartaric acid prices. Com- 
petition was still keen, sellers offering 
imported goods at 22c. while the do- 
mestic article was held for 22%4c. per 
pound. Demand was not large. 

Creosote.—All forms of the article 
experienced an increase in demand, a 
condition current at this season in 
most years. Prices proved to be very 
steady in anticipation of a very fair 
sale of the article during the active 
consuming season ahead. 

Epsom Salt. Importations fairly 
substantial in size were reported with- 
out the price for the USP article be- 
ing depressed. In fact, quotations for 
both imported and domestic salt were 
very steady under the influence of a 
well maintained call for spot deliveries. 

Eserine. — Salicylate and sulphate 
were held at $25 per ounce and con- 
ditions were not suggestive of the price 
being shaded however attractve the 
business. It was intimated that the 
replacement cost of the goods was such 
as to discourage further shading of 
spot prices. 

Formaldehyde. — Although the gen- 
eral movement of the article was not 
up to normal volume, the market re- 
tained a quiet but very steady under- 
tone throughout the period. Prices 
were apparently quite steady in all 
quarters. 

Glycerin. — Interest in glycerin for 
use in anti-freeze compounds and 
preparations was said to be increasing. 
Jobbers and distributors have shown 
greater interest-although it was doubt- 
ful that sales volume in antifreeze 
glycerin had increased to an impor- 
tant extent. Chemically pure goods 
moved in quiet fashion and in quan- 
tities comparing well with those called 
for for some time past. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 16.—The glycerin mar- 
ket is firm and while it is not advancing, 





the tone is quite strong. Ruling prices 
are :—Dynamite, cars, Middlewest plants, 
10c. per pound; soaplye crude, 80 per- 
cent basis, 6c. to 64c¢.; ¢. p., car lots, 
10 We. ec. p., returnable drums, lle. to 
llc. saponification, 88 percent basis, 
7T\yc. to Te. 

Hexamethylenetetramine. — Quiet 
trade prevailed. Buyers were reluc- 


tant to extend their purchases much 
beyond the needs of the nearby future. 
Prices were steady in keeping with the 
position of raw material. 

Iron Salts.—The entire group was 
without change. Prices for all salts 
were well maintained under the in- 
fluence of a steady but hardly normal 
sale of most of the materials. A reg- 
ulated production of the group has 
eliminated unsold surplus stocks of a 
size likely to depress values, 

Iron-Ammonium Citrate.——The pro- 
ducers reduced prices under the in- 
fluence of a sharpened competition in 
local circles. New quotations for 
brown scales were 62c. per pound; 
pearls, 57c.; green scales, 60c.; pearls, 
55c. 

Lithium Salts.—Demand for bromide 
was steady but individual quantities 
called for were moderate. Stability in 
prices was a feature. Competition was 
negligible and the producers were able 
to maintain easily a level schedule of 
prices that were not subject to success- 
ful bidding. 

Magnesia.—Carbonate moved in small 
quantities most of the time and the 
total of trade was subnormal. Prices 
were unchanged, however, being al- 
ready so low as not to permit of fur- 
ther shading regardless of how anxious 
sellers might be for business.

He mentioned the three 
press releases of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry of the Department of Agriculture, 
specifying that of June 14, in which 
the department promised close check- 
ups on products whose labels proclaim 
the efficacy of the articles in the treat- 
ment of kidney and bladder 
that of June 24, in which the depart- 
ment declared that it would watch 
closely for false labels on medicinal 
preparations; and that of August 18 
which told of the attention being given 
by the department to labels on vet- 
erinary products. 

The membership committee reported 
the following houses elected by the 
executive committee since the June 
meeting:—The Hazel Atlas Glass Com- 
pany, L. Sonnenborn & Co. A. K. 
Hamilton, the Franco-American Chem- 
ical Works, the American Can Com- 
pany, the Armstrong Cork Company, 
Canada Dry Ginger Ale, the Industrial 
Chemical Sales Company, John Powell 
& Co., Ungerer & Co., and the White 
Rock Mineral Spring Company. 

Mr. Ostlund spoke on the cost of 
distribution in the drug field. He 
pointed out that the wholesale drug- 
gist on the average stocks 25,000 items 
and that the retail druggist carried 
between 7,000 and 10,000 items on his

trade in small 
quantities and that means that the 
wholesale druggist has to base his 
business on small units of sale. 

The channels of distribution were 
choked with slow-moving competitive 
proprietaries, the speaker said. If sales 
amount to $30,000 and purchases to 
$20,000, on a turn-over of four times 
a year the retailer has about $5,000 to 
buy between 7,000 and 10,000 items. 

The average sale of wholesalers is 
very small, not in excess of $2 per unit, 
according to Mr. Ostlund. Seventy- 
one percent of the wholesaler’s trans- 
actions are below 2; 29 percent are 
above that amount; and 78 percent of 
the entire volume of business is more 
or less profitable to the seller. 

He declared that business that could 
be done at a low cost has been taken 
away from the wholesale druggists 
and now is in other hands. Only high- 
cost business remains to the whole- 
saler, and the channels through which 
such merchandise could move are 
choked with slow-moving materials. 

Mr. Ostlund declared that there is 
no such thing as a “free deal.” He 
averred that all such propositions are 
delusive and indicated that he would 
prove this point in an address to be 
made before the National Wholesale 
Druggists Association when it 
next month in Atlantic City. 


U. S. Drug Control 
Engaging More Doctors 


WASHINGTON, 

Two additional medical officers 
to be appointed to the personnel of the 
Drug Control Division of the Food and 
Drug Administration of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
They are to report for duty October 1, 
and their acquisition, according to Dr. 
F. J. Cullen, chief of the division, “will 
aid greatly in the work of the unit.” 
One of the two appointments has been 
given to Dr. N. O. Tribble, Atlanta, a 
member of the faculty of the Atlanta 
Southern Dental College. 

Dr. Cullen, who recently succeeded 
Dr. J. J. Durrett as chief of drug con- 
trol, has issued a statement that no 
changes will be made in the enforce- 
ment policy of the division. He 
clares that the administration, in de- 
termining whether therapeutic claims 
are true or false, will continue to be 
guided by “the consensus of current 
medical and dental opinion as to the 
effectiveness of the ingredients of the 
product.” And he adds:—‘We are not 
soing to let up on requirements rela- 
tive to mentioning names of 
and portions of the body in the label- 
ing of preparations.” 

With respect to the scope of enforce- 
ment activities, Dr. Cullen says: 

Drug control will not, of course, con- 
fine its regulatory operations and _ re- 
search incidental to them, to the so- 
called ‘“‘patent-medicene”’ field. Impor- 
tant pharmaceutical products relied upon 
in serious diseases are dangerous if they 
are not of the strength declared on the 
label. Products that are too potent may 
be as harmful as those that are too low 
in strength. Pharmaceuticals include 
pills, fluidextracts, tinctures, and the 
like, intended primarily for the use of 
physicians in their practice, or for sale 
through drug stores on prescription. The 
administration will continue its active 
surveillance of these materials as well as 
of livestock remedies, crude drugs, 
logicals, and all other products, both do- 
mestic and foreign, that are intended for 
the prevention or treatment of disease.

Celery Seed a Strong Feature--Dutch Mustard at an 
All Time Low--Chamomile Easier; More Competitive 
--Fleaseed Trend Lower--Buchu and Digitalis Cheaper 


Fall and Winter requirements of 
buyers played an important part in 
the business done in the market for 
botanical drugs during the past week. 
Activity of an encouraging sort was 
eurrent in local circles, and although 
sales were not always, or perhaps even 
often, productive of satisfactory prof- 
its, at least merchandise was moving 
in fair-sized volume and stocks were 
not “frozen.” The undertone to prices 
in this market was fairly steady. Com- 
petition was keen, however, and the 
tendency to shade when orders were 
in sight was fairly pronounced. 

Celery seed was the strongest kind 
of an item. The spot market was all 
but bare of stocks and the replace-

ment prices tended upward. A sharp 
rise in local quotations was noted, and 
to some extent the market seemed to 
be about normal. Black peppers were 
also noted at somewhat higher levels, 
with demand in the spot market hav- 
ing improved materially. 

Caraway was higher in Holland, but 
was shaded on spot. Star anise re- 
mained strong at the recent advance 
and the tendency was toward higher 
levels. Arnica root was slightly lower 
in response to offering of some goods 
that were under liquidation proceed- 
ings. Cut althea was competitive and 
prices eased back fractionally. 

Although close to replacement costs, 
spot quotations for buchu broke under 
competition and reached a position 
where profits to the seller were almost 
nil. Hungarian chamomile was down 
slightly, the movement reflecting the 
probable arrival of substantial quan 
tities of good quality new crop flowers 
in the not far distant future. 

Mustard seed in the Holland market 
was quoted at an old time low. Quo- 
tations for other varieties of mustard 
seed were softer and the German ar- 
ticle was available at a cost below 
that of production. Cardamom for 
grinding purposes remained _ strong 
and searce, and other grades were at 
least firmer. French fleaseed was 
lower in the primary and spot mar- 
kets. Buyers were aloof in expecta- 
tion that the foreign market would go 
still lower. 

Madagascar and Zanzibar clove were 
reduced on spot. Lower cost replace- 
ments have reached the market and 
goods bought at still lower primary 
market prices were coming forward. 
An easier market was expected to 
prev: ail for some time to come. Mace 
and nutmegs moved in favor of buyers 
without stimulating. consuming de- 
mand to an appreciable extent. 


Balsams 


Copaiba.—A modest gain in inquiry 
was reported on spot and some sellers 
found demand to have brought an in- 
creased volume of sales. Prices were 
at least steadier in most directions. 

Fir.—Hand-to-mouth business con- 
tinued to dominate the market for 
this article and prices were none too 
firm on the spot despite the absence of 
stocks materially in excess of moderate 


proportions. However, quotations held 
without change.

Black Haw.—A fair business was re- 
ported. The primary market has be- 
come steadier and the market as a 
whole has improved within moderate 
limits. Prices were well maintained 
throughout the past week. 

Buckthorn. — Some manufacturers 
have beeh disposed to cover require- 
ments more freely, extending their 
takings well into the future. Prices 
have been favorable and still were on 
the basis of 5c. to 6c. per pound. 

Canella.—Inquiry was confind to a 
few small quantities that did little to 
improve market undertones. Quota- 
tions were 25c. to 26c. per pound and 
seemed to be fairly steady, though lack 
of important demand made the local 
position somewhat obscure. 

Elm.—Sales against the Fall and 
Winter requirements of numerous 
buyers continued to be in good volume. 
The market undertones were steady to 
firm and prices were without the dis- 
turbing element of severe competition 
on the spot. 

Orange Peel.—Since the recent shad- 
ing of quotations on both bitter and 
sweet peel, the market has become 
steadier under the benign influence of 
an improved call from certain manu- 
facturing consumers. Quotations were 
well maintained throughout the past 
week. 

Sassafras.—The movement of select- 
ed bark was quite satisfactory. The 
undertone of the market has become 
steadier to firmer and further reces- 
sions in prices were considered to be 
unlikely in view of the fact that the 
season when consumption expands is 
directly ahead. 

Wahoo.—Although prices have been 
without change for some time past, 
the market position of the material 
still remained to be improved sufficient- 
ly to warrant a report of firmer quo- 
tations. The market remained subject 
to occasional but not large demand. 

White Pine.— Manufacturers of white 
pine compound were busy covering re- 
quirements and calling for deliveries 
under terms of contracts. The mar- 
ket was firm without sign of early 
change so far as prices were con- 
cerned.

Calabar.—Jobbing business alone 
Was current in this market and the 
situation was generally said to be dull. 
Inquiry was for hand-to-mouth quan- 
tities in practically all instances. 

Vanilla.—Continued arrival of new 
crop Mexicans has been accompanied 
by a firmer undertone to prices as 
those owning goods on contract have 
been disposed to take up tenders more 
promptly.

Flea (Psyllium). — The shipment 
quotations from France were under- 
going continued decline, and the tend- 
ency of buyers was to remain aloof in 
expectation of much lower quotations 
in the future. However, there were 
those who were not sanguine of con- 
tinued and substantial decline in the 
foreign market. Spot quotations were 
28c. to 30c. per pound. The French 
psyllium seed crop for 1931 is esti- 
mated to be in excess of 2,000 metric 
tons as against 1,200 metric tons for 
1930. The crop of British India for 
1931 is reported to be much below pre- 
vious estimates submitted by Indian 
dealers in the commodity. Present un- 
official reports place the crops har- 
vested in March and April of this year 
at between 2,000 and 2,500 tons. A 
considerable portion of the crop is 
claimed to have been exported. It is 
stated that certain quantities will be 
retained in India. 

Mustard.—Yellow seed in the Hol- 
land market was at an all-time low 
price. Other kinds of mustard seed 
were softer in all markets and the 
tendency in prices was downward. 
German seed, however, was reported 
being offered and sold at less than the

Ginger.—Some gain in interest, if 
not in actual sales, was reported. At 
least, declines in prices were lacking 
and less tendency toward shading was 
noted. 

Mace.—Banda was cheaper at 40c. to 
41c. per pound, and other kinds were 
softer and subject to competitive 
shading of price in view of the lack 
of normal demand for the article. 

Nutmegs.—-Quotations for 110’s were 
lower at 13c. to 13%c. per pound. The 
80's were easier and grinding goods 
were somewhat weaker, without either 
article being actually offered at a fur- 
ther recession in spot quotations. 

Pepper.—Alleppy was quoted higher 
at 12c. to 12%c. per pound. Lampong 
was also up to the basis of 11'%e. to 
11%c. per pound, and the Tellicherry 
variety brought the higher price of 
12%c. to 18c. per pound. These price 
improvements were traceable to more 
active interest in the article. ted 
and white peppers were’ without 
change in a dull but steady market. 


Pyrethrum to Be Grown in 
Porto Rico, Virgin Islands 


Cultivation of pyrethrum flowers has 
been undertaken at the Isabelo Experi- 
ment Station in Porto Rico, according 
to the assistant trade commissioner at 
San Juan. The same report to the 
Department of Commerce states that 
similar experimental culture has been 
begun in the Virgin Islands. 

Successful growing of pyrethrum 
flowers appears to depend on two 
factors, soil and climate. The climatic 
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conditions in Porto Rico and the Vir- 
gin Islands is semi-arid, a condition 
found in Dalmatia and Japan whence 
come the world’s supply of flowers 
used in the production of spray and 
powder insecticides. 

If the experiments are successful, a 
market that consumes from 8,000,000 
to 9,000,000 pounds per year will be 
open to the growers in the island pos- 
sessions of the United States. 


Castor Bean Research 
To Improve Indian Crop 


Research work that will seek to 
improve the castor bean crop in India 
has been proposed by the Nizam State 
government. A grant of $40,000 has been 
asked to finance the scheme, and the 
request is being considered by the 
Advisory Board of the Imperial Coun- 
cil of Agricultural Research. 

The Nizam’s Dominions have 50 per- 
cent of the acreage devoted to castor 
bean production in M[India, and the 
Madras Presidency produces about 25 
percent. India supplies about 88 per- 
cent of the beans used for the produc- 
tion of castor oil in the United States. 
Oil is also produced in India, and the 
three mills at Cawnpore, Pritish India, 
are said to be operating at full cap- 
acity.

Blackstrap Duty Involved 
In Study of Sugar Rates 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16, 1931. 


The duty on blackstrap molasses, 
which led to protracted debate during 
the framing of the 1930 tariff act when 
proposed as a measure of farm relief 
to force alcohol production from corn, 
may be ‘discussed again during the 
sugar investigation just undertaken by 
the Tariff Commission. 

As the result of many complaints 
regarding sugar duties, the commis- 
sion has ordered an investigation of 
the whole sugar schedule, paragraphs 
501 and’ 502 of ‘the act of 1930. This 
covers all forms of raw and refined 
sugar, molasses, and related articles. 
The present low duty on blackstrap 
could not be raised more than 50 per- 
cent and then only on showing that 
domestic production costs are greater 
than foreign, but it is not unlikely that 
farm interests may urge embargo du- 
ties in ignorance of the limits of the 
flexible tariff provisions. 


American Catalin Corp. 
Buys Guttenberg Plant 


The American Catalin Corporation, 
manufacturer of phenolic resins in 
solid form by the casting process, this 
city, has purchased the plant of the 
Synthetic Resins Company, Gutten- 
berg, N. J., including all the latter's 
patent rights, manufacturing processes, 
as well as goodwill. 

The new synthetic resin division of 
the Catalin company will, for the pres- 
ent, continue to operate in Gutten- 
berg under the direction of Dr. Felix 
Lauter, and will produce synthetic 
resins used in the manufacture of lac- 
quer, varnishes, enamels, and paints. 
This material, called “Catalin L-5” or 
“V-30," is said to replace the higher- 
grade natural gums and to produce a 
four-hour varnish, as well as a quick 
drying lacquer which stands up even 
under abnormal atmospheric conditions 
without breakdown of the film. One of 
the characteristics attributed to this 
varnish is that it takes even 50 percent 
of zine oxide without livering, which 
is said to be quite unusual for resins of 
the type. 

The American Catalin Corporation 
has just finished extensive improve- 
ments in its Perth Amboy plant which, 
although finished only a year ago, has 
been more than doubled in capacity. 
Extensive alterations are also being 
made at the Guttenberg plant to pro- 
vide for increased manufacturing, as 
well as research facilities. These two 
plants supplement each other; as the 
Perth Amboy plant produces much of 
the raw material used in the manufac- 
ture of Catalin varnish resins and 
enamel bases.

Galbanum was also 
shaded under competitive conditions 
and the call was so light as to make 
most sellers willing to grant conces- 
sions on business of ordinary size. 

Myrrh came in for a very fair-sized 
request, the call being seasonable. A 
similar condition prevailed in the 
market for Sumatra benzoin, the 
U.S.P. quality of which was in steady 
request throughout the period. Mastic 
was about steady because of a nar- 
row distribution on the spot. 


Gums 


Aloe. — The movement of Curacao 
eum was fairly steady during the past 
week. Stocks were in firm hands and 
prices were well maintained. Cape 
gum was in jobbing request through- 
out the period but the market was 
still steady in most quarters. 

Arabic.—Sorts sold for 84c. to 834 .¢. 
per pound last week, the price develop- 
ing when goods in somewhat dis- 
tressed position were pressed for sale. 
Holdings were ample and the require- 
ments of buyers were not consistently 
large. Exports of all descriptions from 
Sudan to all destinations during July 
totalled 1,249 tons and for the period 
January-July 14,393 tons, against 14,- 
°78 tons for the same period of 1930. 
U. K. imports for July were 464 tons 
and for the period January-July 3,810 
tons, against 2,986 tons in 1930. 

Asafetida. — A more active demand 
for powdered goods caused a resump- 
tion of milling operations on a larger 
seale. Prices were very steady ‘for 
the lump and powdered articles alike. 

Benzoin.—Some early Fall and Win- 
ter needs were covered during the past 
week. A good sized movement of Su- 
matra gum was reported and prices 


were free from competitive shading on 
material strictly U.S.P. in quality. 

Camphor.—Demand continued to be 
steady. Stocks were conservative in 
size and held in quarters not disposed 
to shade when business was in sight. 
The primary market was firm and well 
maintained as to prices. Spot quota- 
tions were:—Slabs, 52%c. to 53c. per 
pound; tablets, 67c. to 68c., and said 
to be fairly scarce; powdered, 51%%c. 
to 52c. 

Galbanum.—Some spot merchandise 
was sold for 84c. per pound and more 
was said to be available at that figure 
if the quantities wanted were substan- 
tial. Supplies were adequate. 

Karaya.—The movement held up very 
well considering the fact that the sea- 
son when the largest quantities of high 
quality gum are used was almost past 
The lower qualities received a good 
eall. Taken all together, conditions 
were productive of steady prices. 

Mastic. The market was strictly 
routine Dealers were well supplied 
but the call was well within jobbing 
proportions and hence the market 
lacked snap and vivre. Quotations 
were 50c. per pound. 

Myrrh. — A seasonable request was 
reported for this material and the un- 
dertone of the market became some- 
what firmer on the basis of prices at 
léc. to 18c. per pound, according to 
quantity and seller. 

Olibanum.—Competition for business 
in siftings kept prices indeterminate 
and subject to shading from the openly 
quoted basis of 7%c. to 8c. per pound. 
Tears were fairly steady at 12c. to 24c. 
per pound, but the call was uniformly 
small. F

Waxes 
Bayberry.—Stocks were said to be 
ample for current needs, which were 


comparatively small. However, the 


most active season is ahead and hence 
there is little disposition to shade the 
already low prices for this article. 

Candelillanw—The market was steady 
but in view of the situation in compet- 
ing waxes, the prices were subjected to 
considerable competition that brought 
quotations very close to the actual cost 
for replacements. 

Carnauba.—Little change came over 
the spot market The yellow grades 
were scarce and the call for those 
grades was pressing and hence the 
holders of the limited quantity avail- 
able maintained prices strongly. The 
future delivery prices were easy and 
the No. 3 grades were understood to 
have been offered as low as 10c. per 
pound for delivery late in the year 
while No. 1 was also offered at 20c. by 
factors who expect the market to break 
once new crop goods begin to arrive 

Japan.—A buyers’ market prevailed 
locally. Quotations were 8c. to 8%ec. 
per pound. Demand was light and ir- 
regular throughout the period. 


Shellac 


A downward trend in foreign mar- 
ket prices featured the shellac market 
last week. Under the influence of a 
not so active consuming request, the 
market dropped. Withdrawal of spec- 
ulators in the London market was also 
back of the development of lower price 
levels. The local market was about 
steady. Official quotatons that are 
maintained by the large shellac in- 
terests in New York were without 
change, but some secondhands and the 
like were understood to be shading 


moderately. So far as import business 
was concerned, it seemed to be re- 
stricted to seedlac. Demand for spot 


goods was irregular and mainly job- 
bing.
